WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 — The 
stormy history of the tidelands oil 
bill came to an abrupt end today 
when the House voted to sustain 
President Truman’s veto of the 
measure. The vote was 139 in 
favor of overriding the veto and 
95 against. 

Of the 234 members present, a 
two-third majority, or 156 votes, 
was necessary to override. Thus 
proponents of the measure fell 17 
votes short of their goal. The ac- 
tion of the House makes a Senate 
vote on the veto unnecessary, 

The tidelands  0bill, -known 
technically as House Joint Reso- 
Jution 225, touched off one of the 
most bitter battles in the capital, 
leading directly to the resignation 
of Harold L. Ickes as Secretary of 
the Interior and to defeat of Ed- 
win W. Pauley’s bid for Under 
Secretary of the Navy. 

Opposition to the measure was 
led by the Post-Dispatch, which 
more than a year ago started pub- 
lication of news articles, editorials 
and cartoons exposing the high- 
handed lobbying™tactics of oil in- 
terests and others in seeking to 
push the legislation through Con- 
gress. Had it become law, it 
would have killed outright the 
pending Supreme Court suit filed 
by the Department of Justice to 
determine who actually owns the 
submerged lands, the states or the 
Federal Government. 

Provisions of Measure 

The measure would have for- 
ever renounced federal rights to 
the marginal sea area extending 
from low-tide to the three-mile 
limit. This area is said by geolo- 
gists to contain the largest re- 
maining source of petroleum. 

In his veto message yesterday, 
President Truman pointed out 
that such deposits were essential 
to the national defense, and de- 
clared it was up to the high court 
and not Congress, to decide the 
issue. 

The @upreme Court is now free 
fo hear the case and make its 
ruling, expected to be handed 
down in the next term. 

In vetoing the “hét potato” bill, 
the President took a stand direct- 
ly contrary to that of Pauley, who 
with. other oil men had insisted 
that the Supreme Court had de- 
cided the issue on many occasions 
in the past, and that the minerals 
belonged to the states.

Evaluators Report ‘Combination of Two 
Bikini Blasts Might Dispose of a Fleet 
‘for Many Months.’,

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
President Truman’s atomic bomb 
evaluators said teday that a com- 
bination of the Bikini underwater 
explosion with the overhead burst 
first tested might “effectively dis- 
pose of a fleet for many: months.” 
“We are convinced,” the evalua- 
tion commission said in a report 
on the offensive results of the 
second, underwater, test, that 
“distance is the best defense.” 
The commission was headed by 
Senator Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico, It asserts both Bikini tests 
“strongly indicate that future 
war employing atomic bombs may 
well destroy nations and change 
present standards of civilization.” 
“To us who have witnessed the 
devastating effects of these tests,” 
the commission said, “it is evi- 
dent that if there is to be any se- 


curity or safety in the world, war 
must be eliminated as a means of | 


settling differences among na- 
tions.” 

A second report by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff Evaluation Board, 
made public simultaneously by the 
White House, declared it is not 
too soon to point to the necessity 
for immediate and intensive re- 
search into several problems posed 
by the atomic bomb. 

“The poisoning of large volumes 
of water presents such a prob- 
lem,” this report.said. “Study 
must be given to procedure for 
protecting not only ships crews 
but also the populations of cities 
against radiological effects as 
were demonstrated in Bikini la- 
goon.” 

The President’s commission said 
both the first and second ex- 
plosions sank several ships.

Carbon 14 Received by 
Hospital First Peace- 
time Dividend on 2 Bil- 
lions Spent by U.S.

OAK RIDGE, Tenn., Aug. 2— 


The first peacetime dividend from 


the Government’s two-billion dol- 
lar investment in atomic energy 
facilities was paid today. 

It was in the form of a tiny unit 


of radioactive material, the isotope 


carbon 14, delivered here to repre- 
sentatives of the Barnard Free 
Skin and Cancer Hospital in St. 
Louis, and it will be used to ex- 
plore the mysteries of cancer. 

It meant that from now on scli- 
ence will be aided immeasurably 
in its quest for knowledge of the 
fundamental processes of life. 

The unit was produced in the 
chain-reacting uranium pile of the 
Manhattan Engineer District's 
Clinton Laboratories, which are 
operated for the Government by 


the Monsanto Chemical Co. and 


of which Dr. Charles Allen Thom- 
as of Monsanto is project direc- 


or. 

It weighed only one 10-thou- 
sandths of an ounce, yet it is from 
100 to 1000 times more potent than 
any cyclotron-produced unit hith- 
erto made available for research. 
If the unit is kept intact, the first 
half of its life span is estimated 
at 10,000 to 25,000 years. 

The material, measured as one 
millicurie, or the amount of radio- 
active matter that will emit 37 
million disintegration particles a 
second, was priced at $367, the uc- 
tual estimated production cost. 
Handling and shipping charges 
brought the cost to the hospital 
to about $400.

Arrival Tomorrow to Vote 


INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Aug. 2 
(UP)—The home town of Presi- 
dent Truman unrolled the bunting 


today on the eve of his return 
home to vote in Tuesday's pri- 
mary. 

The President, accompanied by 
Mrs. Truman, was due to arrive 
here about noon tomorrow by 
plane from Washington, A lawn 
reception was planned for the aft- 
ernoon at which old friends and 
neighbors will have a chance to 
greet him. Mayor Roger T. Ser- 
mon, friend of the President, em- 
phasized that it would not be a 
political gathering. 

While Truman has declared for 
the defeat of Representative Rog- 
er C. Slaughter, the Democrat 
who represents Missouri’s Fifth 
District, he was not expected to 
make any speeches. His home is 
not in the contested Kansas City 
district and he thus will be unable 
to vote for Enos A. Axtell, the 
36-year-old former Navy lieuten- 
ant he asked James M. Pender- 


gast to support In the campaign 
to defeat Slaughter. 

The President’s program while 
at home, in addition to the recep- 
tion on the lawn tqmorrow after- 
noon, called for a pitnic supper in 
the same setting tn the evening. 
Sunday was slated to be a quiet 
day, with the first family possibly 
going to church in the morning. 

Monday Truman is expected to 
go to his office in the Federal 
Luilding in Kansas City to handle 
any pressing official business and 
shake more hands. 

Tuesday morning he is expected 
to be out with the early birds at 
the old voting stand in the Mem- 
orial Building, a block from the 
summer White House, to vote in 
the state primary. He will fly 
back to Washington later in the 
day.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Elisha Walker, senior partner of 
the New York firm of Kuhn, Loeb 
& Co., informed Senator Mead 
(Dem.), New York, today that in 
1941 he lent $5000 to Representa- 
tive Andrew J. May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, chairman of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, at the 
request of munitions-maker Mur- 
ray Garsson. He said the loan 


had not been paid. 
Walker conferred here with 


Mead, who is chairman of the 
Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee. Afterward, he told report- 
ers that prior to the maturity of 
the note, he had written May 


about it, and had received a reply 
from May “that he had given the 
original note as an accommoda- 
tion to Mr. Garsson and that Mr. 
Garsson had advised him that 
such renewal note would be paid 
in a few days.” 

“In view of Mr. May’s state- 
ment,” Walker said, “I took up 
with Mr, Garsson the matter of 
paying that note. Up to the pres- 
ent time, however, it has not been 
paid.” ; 

Walker said that he had laid 
details of the case before Mead be- 
eduse he “thought the committee 
should have all the facts” concern- 
ing the relations between May and 
Garsson, one of the principals in 
a munitions comkMe whose profits 
on $78,000,000 of war contracts 
have been under investigation. 
Turned Down Manganese Deal. 

Garsson first approached him in 
the spring of%1941, Walker said, 
asking him to participate in the 
acquisition of “some manganese 
properties in West Virginia.” 

He said he told Garsson, after 
investigation, that he was not in- 
terested, and that “at about that 
time or shortly thereafter, Mr. 
Garsson: told me that he needed 
$5000 and asked if I could advance 
that amount.” : 

Walker said that he, himself, 
showed “some hesitation,” and 
that Garsson then inquired wheth- 
er “I would be willing to make the 
loan on the note of Mr. Andrew J. 
May.” 

Walker said that he _ replied 
that he would be willing to do so 
on that basis, adding that he had 
“never met or had any relations 
with Mr, May, but, of course, he 
was known to me by reputation.” 

He reported that a short time 
later, Garsson came to his office 
and handed him a _ promissory 
note for $5000 signed by May, 
dated April ,2, 1941, and made pay- 
able four months later. 


Garsson, he said, asked him to 
deliver to him the check for the 
amount of the loan “made out to 
the order of Mr. May.” He did 
this, Walker said, but only after 
he telephoned May in Washington 
“and he confirmed that Mr. Gars- 
son was authorized to deliver the 
note and receive the check.” 


May, who has said he helped 
the Garsson munitions companies 
in war time only to speed the war 
effort, is on the committee’s wit- 
ness list. However, his doctor 
has certified he is too ill to testi- 
fy now. 

Mead, emerging from a_ two- 
hour executive session of the com- 
mittee, said he had turned over 
Walker’s “papers” to the com- 
mittee,

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NAVY CRAFT WITH 115 MEN 
ABROAD THREE DAYS OVERDUE 


No Trace Reported of Vessels on 
Voyage to New Orleans From 
Panama. 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 2 (AP) 
— Eighth Naval District head- 
quarters announced today that 
three landing craft, with a total 
of 115 men aboard, were three 
days overdue on a voyage from 

Panama to New Orleans. 

The vessels were identified as 
the LSM 484, the LCI 883, and 
an LF(FF) or converted LCI 
which served as a flagship of an 
amphibious force. The LSM had 
five officers and 54 enlisted men 
aboard. Each of the other boats 
had three pfficers and 25 men. 
No accurate crew list was avail- 
able, the naval headquarters said, 

There have been no reports of 
storms along the route. The ves- 
sels left Panama July 24 and were 
due at southwest pass of the Mis- 
sissippi river July 30. 

A landing craft of similar size, 
which left Panama three days 
after the missing boats, arrived 
in New Orleans today and re- 
ported seeing no trace of the 
others along the route.

ATHENS, Tenn., Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Four members of my staff and I 
yesterday witnessed the first sug- 
gestion of election violence here 


which later flamed into a full- 
fledged gun fight between oppos- 
ing political factions. 

As we stood on a crowded side- 
walk across the street from a poll- 
ing place which had been closed 
to start the ballot counting, we 
saw the plate glass door of the 
polling place shattered by the im- 
pact of the bodies of two youth- 
ful election officials stationed 
there by the G.I, ticket. 

The two youths, James Ed Ves- 
tal and Charles Scott, were still 
on their knees in the street when 
Deputy Sheriff Windy Wise 
walked out of the broken door, a 
pistol in his hand. 

“My God, here it comes,” said 
& woman near me, 

The veterans rose to their feet, 
raised their arms above their 
heads and walked slowly away to- 
ward the crowd across the street, 
their backs to the deputy, who 
had been joined by another armed 
officer. It looked for a moment 
that shots might sound at any 
time but a third deputy grabbed 
the second man’s arm. 

The officers stood there several 
minutes, it seemed, looking warily 
around. Then a big sedan drove 
up, loaded with armed guards. As 
they watched, a deputy sheriff 
went into the polling place and

RepresentativeWigglesworth 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, said in a 


statement inserted in the Con- 
gressional Record yesterday that 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration should “explain to the 
Congress and the people” its deal- 
ings with the Henry J. Kaiser in- 
terests. 

Wigglesworth asserted the RFC 
should explain: 

1, “Why so large a per cent 
of all its outstanding loans has 
been made to the Kaiser inter- 
ests, 

2.“Why in refunding over 
$114,000,000 worth of indebted- 
ness, the repayment of over 

$134,500,000 was postponed for 25 
years without one cent of inter- 
est payable at any time, 

3. “Why at least $120,560,575, 
partial net profits earned by the 
Kaiser companies, has not been 
paid to the RFC in liquidation 
of the outstanding loans of the 
people’s money.” 

Wigglesworth also Included in 
his statement additional figures 
he said he had recently received 
on Kaiser shipbuilding activities. 
Referring to a Congressional Rec- 
ord statement by Representative 
Woodruff (Rep.), Michigan, in 
February 1945 that two Kaiser 
companies had earned net profits 
after renegotiation of $27,274,487.24

Two Senators Propose Calendar 
Revision to Make It More Atomic 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Congress has legislated this year 
on almost everything except put- 
ting bananas in the refrigerator. 
Now a couple of Senators want it 


to reform the calendar. 

The old horse-and-buggy time- 
table by which Americans trust- 
ingly counted the shopping days 
until Christmas and sweated out 
the due dates of their promissory 
notes isn’t atomic enough for Sen- 
ators Murray (Dem.), Montana, 
and Smith (Rep.), New Jersey. 

They are sponsoring a bill call- 
ing for a study of a jet propelled 
supersonic calendar, Murray-~-de- 
scribes it this way: 

“A time rearrangement retain- 
ing the familiar 12 months, but 
establishing a pattern of 31, 30 and 
30 days for the months in each 


quarter of the year, with a year- 
end world holiday at the end of 
the year dedicated to international 
peace and friendship. 

“This modernization provides a 
calendar the same each year per- 
petually, equalizes the quarters 
and fixes holidays so they fall on 
the same day and date each year.” 

The gentlemen from Montana 
and New Jersey aligned them- 
selves squarely with 14 nations 
which already had indorsed the 
proposed world calendar.

At 9 p.m., a crowd, estimated at 
500, armed with pistols and light 
rifles, moved on the jail, occupied 
by the force of deputies. 

Ralph Duggan, a former Navy 
lieutenant commander and a lead- 
er of the G.I. forces backing a 
non-partisan ticket, said the crowd 
was “met by gunfire” and, be- 
cause they had “promised that 
the ballots would be counted as 
cast,” they had “no choice but to 
meet fire with fire.” He said the 
G.I, ticket’s election watchers had 
been “met with blackjacks and 
pistols.” 

Duggan asserted that [In the 
polls where the veterans’ candi- 
dates were allowed watchers, 
“they led by three-to-one ma- 
jorities.” 

The exchange of fire ended 
after the jail was rocked by four 
blasts of explosives and one of 
the deputies shouted down for a 
halt because “we are dying in 
here.” 

One report, telephoned from 
within the jail in the night, said 
two men inside had been killed 
but it proved false. More than 
12 automobiles parked about the 
jail were overturned and smashed, 

Officer Manhandled. 

The deputies, hands high tn 
air, marched out of the building, 
were searched and 21 returned to 
the jail under G.I. guards. One 
officer, identified by onlookers ag 
Deputy Windy Wise, was man- 
handled by a group which surged 
about him but apparently was not 
harmed seriously. 

Cantrell’s whereabouts were not 
known. Sheriff Pat Mansfield, 
shirt-sleeved and without his 
badge, was seen in the company 
of a physician after the surrender. 
He apparently was unharmed but 
reporters could not reach him for 
a statement. Neither could they 
reach State Senator Cantrell.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 
President Truman signed into law 
today a bill calling for exten- 
sive overhauling of the legislative 
machinery in Congress and ™in- 
cluding a $2500 pay boost 
members. 

The measure increases the year- 
ly salary of legislators from $10,- 
000 to $12,500. It also retains a 
$2500 annual tax-free expense al- 
lowance, Another provision per- 
mits members past 62 years to 
retire on pension after six years 
fervice, if they contribute to a 
civil service retirement fund, 

Among several precedent-break- 
ing changes in congressional pro- 
cedure is one provision slashing 
the number of Senate committees 
from 33 to 15 and House commit- 
tees from 48 to 19. 


Key Provisions. 

Other key provisions include: 

1, Adjournment—Congress would 
adjourn each year from at least 
Aug. 1 to Jan. 1, to allow members 
more time at home. 

2. Lobbyists-—-Congressional lob- 
byists would be required to regis- 
ter their names, employer and ex- 
penses so the legislators could 
keep a better check on them. 

3. Bills—Federal agencies are 
given broader authority, so that 
Congress will not have to act on 
minor claims, pension and local 
bills. 

4. Budget— Four major commit- 
tees are required to meet at the 
atart of each Congress and recom- 
mend a federal) budget for the 
ensifing year, with a_ specified 
Maximum amount. 

Truman's Statement, 


Truman issued the following 
statement: 

“The Legislative Reorganization 
Act of 1946, which I signed today, 
is one of the most significant ad- 
vances in the organization of the 
Congress of the United States 
since the establishment of that 
body. 

“Both as United States Senator 
and as President, I have had oc- 
casion to observe some of the out- 
nodded organizational and proce- 
dural traditions that have bur- 
dened the legislative branch, The 
problem of reorganizing and mod- 
ernizing the Congress has been a 
peculiarly difficult one, and ses- 
sion after session the members of 
the Congress found themselves un- 
able to take decisive steps in tack- 
ling the problem. 

“The Seventy-ninth Congress, 
however, approached the task with 
vigor and in a sound and orderly 
manner. I have nothing but ad- 
miration for the way in which the 
investigation of congressional or- 
ganization was conducted and par- 
ticularly for the leaders who 
formed the special investigating 
committee . and who wrote and 
sponsored the bill. 

“I realize that in the process of 
congressional consideration com- 
promises and adjustments had to 
be made and some desirable provi- 
sions were deleted. Hgwever, the 
passage of this act shows that 
progress can be made, and I an- 
ticipate that the Congress will con- 
tinue to pay attention to those 
parts of the legislative reorganiza- 
jon problem not yet solved. 

“The present act should permit 
easier and closer relations be- 
tween the executive agencies of 
the Government and the Congress. 
The expanded staff of the con- 
gressiona! committees and of the 
mgencies in the legislative branch 
@an become a valuable link be- 
tween the policy making delibera- 
tions of the Congress and the 
practical administrative experi- 
ence of the Executive branch. 

Integrated Budget System. 

“The legislative budget and the 
provision on the handling of ap- 
propriations will undoubtedly re- 
sult in clear and more realistic 
relationships between the tncome 
and expenditure sides of the bud- 
get. 

“Further, the changes in the 
dates for the transmitting of the 
President's Economic Report and 
the report of the Joint Committee 
on the Economic Report required 
undet the Employment Act of 
1946, will result in proper integra- 
tion between the legislative budz- 
et and the national program for 
maximum employment. The Joint 
Committee will now present its 
findings and recomr endatiohs to 
the Congress before Feb. 1. 

“The four revenue and appro- 
Priation committees in carrying 
out their new responsibilities un- 
der the Reorganization Act, 
therefore, will have the benefit 
of the Joint Committee’s report 
for their over-all appraisal and 
recommendations on federal re- 
ceipts, expenditures, debt and sur- 
plus.

OLLOWING is the tert of President Truman's message late yes- 
terday vetoing the tidelands oil quitclaim bill: 


To the House of Representa- 
tives: 

I return herewith, without my 
signature, House joint resolution 
225, entitled “a joint resolution to 
quiet the titles of the respective 
states, and others, to lands be- 
neath tidewaters and lands be- 


neath navigable waters within the. 


boundaries of such states and to 
prevent further clouding of such 
titles.” 


The purpose of this measure fs | 


to renounce and disclaim all right, 
title, interest, claim or demand of 
the United States in “lands be- 
neath tidewaters,” as defined in 
the joint resolution, and in lands 
beneath all navigable waters 
within the boundaries of the re- 
spective states, and to the min- 
erals in such lands. The phrase 
“lands beneath tidewaters” is de- 
fined so broadly as to include all 
lands, either submerged or re- 
claimed, situated under the ocean 
beyond the low-water mark and 
extending out to a line three geo- 
graphical miles distant from the 
céastline or to the boundary line 
of any state whose boundary, at 
the time of the admission of the 
state to the union, extended 
oceanward beyond three geo- 
graphical miles. Lands acquired 
by the United States from any 
state or its successors in interest, 
or through conveyance or con- 
demnation,: would be excluded 


from the operation of the meas-| 


ure. There would also be exclud- 
ed the interest of the United 
States in that part of the conti- 
nental shelf (lands under the 
ocean contiguous to and forming 
part of the land mass of our 
coasts) which lies more than three 
miles beyond the low water mark 
or the boundary of any particular 
state. 
Reviews Situation. 

On May 29, 1945, at my direc- 
tion, the then Attorney General 
filed a suit in the United States 
District Court at Los Angeles, in 
the name of the United States, to 
determine the rights in the land 
and minerals situated in the bed 
of the Pacific Ocean adjacent to 
the coast of California and within 
the three-mile limit above de- 
scribed, Thereafter, in order to 
secure a more expeditious de- 
termination of the matter, the 
present Attorney General brought 
suit in the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

The 
ownership of the vast quantity of 
oil in such areas presents a vital 
problem for the nation from the 
standpoint of national defense and 
conservation. If the United States 
owns these areas they should not 
be given away. If the Supreme 
Court decides that the United 
States has no title to or interest 
in the lands, a quit-claim from the 
Congress is unnecessary. | 

The Attorney General advises 

me that the issue now before 

the Supreme Court has not been 
heretofore determined. It thus 
presents a legal question of 
great importance to the nation, 
and one which should be de- 
cided by the court. The Con- 
gress is not an appropriate 
forum to determine the legal 
issue now before the court, The 
jurisdiction of the Supreme 

Court should not be interfered 
with while it is arriving at its 
decision in the pending case. 

For the foregoing reasons I am 
constrained to withhold my ap- 
proval of the joint resolution.

LaGuardia wapsned that if he did 
not get a satisfactory response (o 
‘his demands from Allied head- 
quarters, he would take the matter 
up with the combined chiefs of 
staff and, if necessary, with “the 
very highest level of governments’ 
in the United States and Britain. 

(In Rome, Lt. Gen. Sir William 
D. Morgan, Allied commander in 
the Mediterranean theater, issued 
a statement saying that La 
Guardia’s statement “was made 
without visiting Trieste. It is not 
founded on facts and is a most un- 
just attack on the local British 
and American officials.’’) 

“Pilferage from freight cars 1s 
widespread,” LaGuardia asserted, 
“in addition to the disappearance 
of loaded freight cars sonjewhere 
between the port and the Morgan 
line. 

“Policing is Insufficient and in- 
effective.

Meanwhile the Greek Govern- 
ment was reported ready to file a 
strong memorandum with the 
U.N. opposing the admission of 
Albania to membership. 

The way was cleared for such 
action when the Security Coun- 
cil’s committee on membership 
overrode Russian objections at a 
closed session yesterday and 
adopted an Australian resolution 
permitting the committee to con- 
sider written statements from 
either applicants or member na- 
tions. 

The committee also adopted a 
Chinese resolution permitting it 
to ask for information from appli- 
cants or member states. This was 
opposed by Russia and Poland, 
with Egypt again abstaining.

“Proponents of the present 
measure, however, defeated this 
amendment. This clearly empha- 
sized that the primary purpose of 
the legislation was to give to the 
states and their lessees any right, 
title or interest of the United 
States in the lands and minerals 
under the waters within the three- 
mile limit.” 

The President declared force- 
fully that the ownership of the 
vast quantity of oil in the mar- 
ginal sea areas “presents a 
vital problem for the nation 
form the standpoint of national 
defense and conservation.” 


If the United States owns 
these areas, he asserted, they 
should not be given away.

Consultants’ Reports on 
Harten Proposal 
Turned Over to Citi- 
zens’ Bond Issue Super- 
vising Group. 


The Citizens’ Bond Issue Super- 
visory Committee has in its hands 
two separate reports approving the 
recommendations of Paul H. 
Harten, engineer employed by the 
Water Division, that the city con- 
* ruct its own generating plant to 
furnish electrical power for street 
lighting, municipal buildings and 
water-pumping stations, 

Horner & Shifrin, consulting 
engineers, and Raymond  R. 
Tucker, professor of mechanical 
engineering at Washington Uni- 
versity, prepared the reports after 
a stud: of Harten’s plan in which 
he maintains the city could save 
almost $1,000,000 a year. 

The two reports were made pub- 
lic today. Horner & Shifrin, in 
discussing waterworks improve- 
ments, stated there would be a 
“distinct saving” in annual cost 
through direct generation of power 
rather than through the use of 
Purchased power. 

Plan Submitted a Year Ago. 

Although Harten's proposals 
were submitted a year ago, city 
officials have shown no inclina- 
tion to move quickly on the mat- 
ter. After several months, when 
the plan was finally made public, 
Water Commissioner Thomas J. 
Skinker described it as “rather 
revolutionary in scope.” 

He said it should be reviewed 
by independent engineers because 
of the “complexity and deviation 
from present practice.” Horner 
& Shifrin and Prof. Tucker, for- 
mer Smoke Commissioner of St. 
louis, were then asked to con- 
sider Harten’s proposals. 

Their |favorable reports were not 
turned r until yesterday to the 
Citizens’ Bond Issue Supervisory 
Committee, which has never re- 
ceived a copy of Harten’s original 
proposals, the Post-Dispatch has 
learned. 

In addition to the direct savings 
to the city in providing its own 
electricity instead. of purchasing 
it from Union Electric Co., the 
point has been raised that a yard- 
stick of rates would be created 
that may have the effect of caus- 
ing the utility to reduce .its 
charges to St. Louis consumers, 

Saving in Millions Estimated. 

If city-owned generators were 
used to provide power at the 
Chain of Rocks pumping station, 
it was estimated that a saving of 
$3,328,000 would be made in the 
next 25 years. Reduction of 25 
per cent in operating expenses of 
the Water Division at the plant 
also was foreseen. 

Figures included in the various 
reports place the savings to be de- 
rived from a power plant for fur- 
nishing all current for municipal 
purposes at $9,750,000 over a 25- 
year period. 

The city now operates its pump- 
ing station at Chain of Rocks with 
steam turbine pumps, If electric- 
ally-driven pumps are substituted, 
as proposed, Chain of Rocks will 
provide all the power needed for 
water-pumping, including’ that 
presently suplied by the auxiliary 
stations at Baden and Bissell’s 
Point. 

The Union Electric Co., con- 
cerned over the prospective loss of 
a large amount of business, has 
proposed to sell the power for the 
pumping station at 5.5 mills per 
kilowatt hour, the same price at 
which it obtains it from the Union 
Electric Co. of Illinois. 

No reductions were proposed, 
however, for the current for the 
lighting division, which pays 1.3 
cents per kilowatt hour, or the 
Board of Education, which is 
charged 2.125 cents. 

An attempt was made at yes- 
terday’s meeting of the bond issue 
committee to set aside the ques- 
tion of constructing a city-owned 
gentrating plant at the pumping 
station but to approve the _ re- 
mainder of a $19,000,000 program 
which has been proposed for im- 
provement of the waterworks, it 
was learned. 

Decision Postponed. 

After some debate as to whether 
the power question was “too con- 
troversial” to act on at this time, 
the committee decided to postpone 
decision on the whole program 
until its meeting in September.

MINEOLA, N, Y., Aug. 2 (AP) 
~ Ward Beecher Caraway, 23 years 
old, Negro butler and chauffeur, 
has confessed _ killing ‘socially 
prominent Mrs. Marjory Church 
Logan, 52, and criminally attack- 
sng and shooting her daughter, 
Marjory, 26, on July 24, Capt. 
Stuyvesant Pinnell, chief of Nas- 
sau county detectives, said today. 

Pinnell said Miss Logan had 
identified the Negro as the man 
who forced her to disrobe in a 
bedroom of her home, attacked 
her, and then shot her in the face 
and neck. Mrs. Logan was shot 
to death in the living room of her 
home a few minutes before the 
attack on the daughter. 

The man was said to be em- 
ployed in a home near the Logan 
residence in the Long Island com- 
munity of Flower Hill. 


PROSPECTS FOR ADJOURNING 
CONGRESS TODAY IMPROVE 


Senate Votes to Let U.S. Decide What Dis- 
putes Are to Remain Outside World 
Court Jurisdiction. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The Seventy - ninth Congress 
which teamed with Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman in carrying 
the burdens of war but balked 
on many home-front matters, sped 
toward final adjournment today. 

Congress gave final approval to- 
day on a compromise social se- 
curity bill, freezing the old-age 
insurance payroll tax at 1 per 
cent. 

Both houses approved the com- 
promise bill overwhelmingly, by 
voice votes. The action, subject 
to presidential approval, will pre- 
vent a two-billion-dollar tax rise 
for employes and employers in 
1947. 

The Senate voted today to leave 
it up to the United States to de- 
code what disputes involve purely 
domestic matters and as such are 
to be excluded from jurisdiction 
of the new world court. 

A vote of 50 to 12 approved the 
amendment, sponsored by Chair- 
man Connally (Dem.), Texas, of 
the Foreign Relations Committee. 

The amendment modified a res- 
olution under which this nation 
would accept the court’s jurisdic- 
tion in international disputes in- 
volving treaties, international law 
and reparations. 

The World Court proposal was 
the main item threatening to de- 
lay plans for sine die adjournment 
at the end of today’s session. 

A last-minute flurry over a 
World Court proposal was the 
only threat to plans for sine die 
adjournment at the end of today’s 
sessions, 

The House already has voted for 
final adjournment today, but the 
Senate has delayed action on the 
suggestion, 

Barring an emergency that 
would cause the President to recall 
it for a special session, the 
seventy-ninth Congress will not 
meet again after closing’ the 
books, for the Congress that con- 
venes in January will be a new 
one, the Hightieth. 

The fact that a new Congress 
will be elected in November was 
one of the compelling reasons that 
prompted the body to take its 
longest vacation in eight years. 
All 435 House seats and 32 of the 
96 in the Senate will be filled, 
and members seeking re-election 
want ample time to campaign, 

“Special Session Possibility. 

As they began leaving for their 
homes, many members felt they 
might be recalled into special ses- 
sion after the November elections. 
Should the Republican party make 
good its boast that it will win 


control of the House in the new 
Congress, they feel certain that 


President Truman will make a 
final effort to win approval of 
some of his domestic legislative 
proposals from the Democratic 
Seventy-ninth, 


Many of those proposals already 
have been rejected by the Seventy- 
ninth which often ignored the 
wishes of the Chief Executive. 


As the Senate faced a, decision 
on granting compulsory jurisdic- 
tion to an international Court of 
Justice, leaders fretted about 
keeping a quorum of 49 members 
on hand for a showdown vote. 

The business on hand was a 
resolution by which the Senate, 
if two-thirds of those voting 
agreed, would consent to the 
President accepting compulsory 
jurisdiction for the United States. 

Barely 60 Senators still were 
in town yesterday. More arranged 
to leave last night as the adjourn- 
ment fever spread, 

Several leaders expressed con- 
cern over what would happen to 
the prestige of the Senate and the 
nation if the resolution fail because 
a quorum could not be rounded up. 

Details of Compromise. 

The conference committee 
scrapped the so-called “variable 
grants” provision, and wrote a 
compromise of the present 50-50 
federal-state matching system for 
aid to the needy, as follows: 

1, Beginning Oct. 1, the Federal 
Government will put up $10 and 
the states $5 of the first $15 paid 
as relief to needy aged and blind 
persons, and will match on a 50-50 
basis any state payments made 
to these persons above $5. The 
new bill increases from $20 to $25 
the limit the Federal Government 
will go in this matching process 
for any one needy person. This 
raises from the present $40 to $45 
the top amount these persons can 
receive monthly under the federal- 
state co-operation system, 

2. The Government will pay $6 
of the first $9 for dependent chil- 
dren, with the states paying $3, 
and amounts paid the child above 
$3 by the state will be matched by 
the Federal Government.

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FOOD 24 PER GENT 
HIGHER IN WEER 


THAN ON LY 1 


Bureau of Statistics Re- 
ports Some Decreases 
as Result of Resistancé 
by Buyers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Food prices during the week 
ended July 27 were more than 24 
per cent higher than just prior to 
abandonment of OPA _ controls 
July 1, but wholesale prices gen- 
erally declined fractionally, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics re- 
ported yesterday. Food prices 
were 31 per cent higher than a 
year ago. 

The wholesale index declined 
one-tenth of 1 per cent during the 
week, following the sharp ad- 
vances of the last three weeks. 
OPA was restored July 26. 

Lower prices for agricultural 
products more than offset sub- 
stantial increases for a few in- 
dustrial commodities, bringing the 
wholesale price index to 1244 per 
cent of the 1926 average. 

This index was 10.1 per cent 
higher than the level of the last 
week of June and 18 per cent 
higher than at the end of the war 
almost a year ago. 

Average prices of farm products 
dropped 1.2 per cent during the 
fourth week of July with sub- 
stantial decreases for grains and 
some livestock and _ continued 
heavy shipments, Fresh fruit and 
vegetable prices declined on the 
average, 

On the average, prices for farm 
products were 12.1 per cent higher 
than in the last week in June and 
21.3 per cent higher than a year 
ago. The bureau did not estimate 
what part of the recent rise was 
accounted for by the end of sub- 
sidies, 

Buyers’ resistance to high prices 
resulted in price decreases for 
butter and some meats, the bureau 
said, and average prices of foods 
declined nine-tenths per cent in 
the week. Butter quotations aver- 
aged 7.7 per cent lower. 

Substantial advances for a few 
industrial items raised average 
prices of all commodities other 
than farm products and foods 
seven-tenths p@ cent during the 
week, 

Manufacturers’ prices of shoes 
were increased as much as 30 per 
cent above former OPA ceilings 
and there were further price in- 
creases for hides, skins and leath- 
er. 
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Barnard Gets Atomic Element

versity faculty, presented the ma- 
terial to Dr. Cowdry. Dr. Wigner 
is one of the four scientists who 
interested President Roosevelt in 
atomic energy. 

“You are witnessing,” he told 
the gathering of about 100 news- 
paper and radio men, company 
officers and Army officers, “what 
we hope will become an important 
moment in the history of scien- 
tific endeavor. It marks the mass 
availability of a new and promis- 
ing research tool, which will help 
us obtain a clearer understanding 
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of both the inanimate and ani- 
mate world. We hope this day 
will mark a turning point in the 
history of atomic energy, and 
that that which has been used so 
effectively for the purpose of de- 
struction will henceforth be used 
for saving of lives and to increase 
our knowledge for the benefit of 
mankind.” 


Dr. Cowdry, replying, said the 
occasion was “a significant turn- 
ing point,” and continued: “It 
may be that the value of this new 
development to humanity may ex- 
ceed the two-billion-dollar cost of 
the atomic bomb project. The ulti- 
mate goal is the prevention and 
cure of disease. It should be 
clearly understood that this iso- 
tope is to be used as a research 
tool.” 


A receipt in quadruplicate was 
signed by Dr. Cowdry. All that 
the audience saw was a gray 
wooden box, about 4x4x8 inches, 
with a handle and latch. Inside, 
it was reported, was the carbon 
14, a powder with about the bulk 
of a pea, contained in a two- 
ounce glass bottle, with the bottle 
in a steel cylinder and that, in 
turn, within a lead cylinder, These 
were precautions against radio- 
activity. a 


The ceremony took place in 
front of the concrete pile unit— 
the thick outer shield of a chain- 
reaction pile employed in nuclear 
fission, or “atom splitting.” The 
building, three or four stories 
high, was about 200 yards inside 
the extensive private grounds of 
Clinton Laboratories. he exter- 
lor of the pile was about the size 
of a small house. Entry portals 
used in the production process 


were carefully closed as a usual 
precaution, 
This was the first time, as far 
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as is known, that reporters or 
anyone but top scientists and im- 
mediate employes had gained ac- 
cess to this or any of the plants 
anywhere of the atomic project. 

In addition to Barnard, whose 
application was the first to be 
cleared, carbon 14 units will be 
received by the following: 

Dr. D. Wright Wilson of the 
University of Pennsylvania Scheol 
of Medicine, who will study dia- 
betes; Dr. James Franck, Nobel 
prize winner and professor of 
physical chemistry at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, who will study 
photosynthesis, or the mechanism 
by which plants take energy from 
sunlight and store it as chemical 
energy; Dr. W. D. Armstrong, pro- 
fessor of physical chemistry at the 
University of Minnesota, who will 
investigate the means by which 
carbon compounds are deposited 
in the inner pulp and enamel of 
teeth, and Dr, I. L. Chaikoff, pro- 
fessor of physiology at the Uni- 
versity of California School of 
Medicine, who will study the utili- 
zation of fats by the liver, muscles 


and blood. 
Hundreds of Applications. 

Col. E. E. Kirkpatrick, deputy 
district engineer in charge of the 
Oak Ridge project, said hundreds 
of applications had been received 
for radioactive isotopes, including 
carbon 14 and others of the about 
50 varieties that can be produced 
at the Clinton pile. More than 30 
orders will be filled shortly. 

Plans of the applicants are to 
use the Isotopes as tracers for fol- 
lowing the course of atoms in 
chemical, biological and technical 
processes and as possible thera- 
peutic agents for treatment of 
certain disease. It was emphasized 
that the value of radio isotopes 
consists more in the study of 
causes Of disease than in treat- 
ment, 

Dr. Paul C. Aebersold, formerly 
of the University of California ra- 
diation laboratory and at present 
chief of the Manhattan District 
isotopes branch, said the proposed 
use of carbon 14 by Barnard was 
a good illustration of the research 
potential of the material and the 
co-operative procedures 
studies involve. 


Barnard will try to “tag compo- 
nent parts of cancer-producing 
molecules and then, through radi- 
ation-measuring instruments, seek 
an answer to the question, ‘Why 
does this particular molecule pro- 
duce cancer’?” : 

Doctor to Get Unit. 

The first step in the co-operative 
process that may lead to the an- 
swer will be for Barnard to turn 
over the unit of carbon 14 to Dr. 
Martin D. Kamen who, in 1941, 
was co-discoverer of the material 
at the University of California and 
who now is associated with the 
Mallinckrodt Institute of Radi- 
ology at the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine in St. 
Louis, 

Dr. Kamen will convert the car- 
bon 14 from its present form to 
carbon dioxide gas and then into 
acetic acid, a component of vine- 
gar. The acid will be shipped to 
Dr. Paul Rothenmund at Yellow 
Springs, O. Dr. Rothenmund, who 
is associated with the C, F. Ket- 
tering Foundation for the study of 
chlorophy 11 and photosynthesis 
at Antioch College, will use the 
acid to prepare a cancer-producing 
agent called 25-methylcholan- 
threne. 

A portion of the agent will be 
retained at Yellow Springs to 
study the chemistry of such can- 
cer-producing agents and the re- 
mainder will be returned to Dr. 
Simpson. 

To Cause Cancer in Mice. 

At Barnard, Dr, Simpson, using 
mice as subjects, will study the 
artificial production of skin can- 
cer. By following the course of 
the tagged atoms, he may learn 
how cancer-producing parts break 
off, how and when they enter the 
animal and which fraction of the 
cancer-producing molecules enter 
certain parts of the animal tissue. 

The explanation of the efficacy 
of this research method is as fol- 
lows: 

Each atomic element may occur 
in several closely allied forms, 
which are called isotopes. One 
isotope of an element differs from 
another in the structure of its 
nucleus; its electrons are arranged 
in the same manner and its chem- 
ical reactions are the same, In 
addition to stable isotopes which 
occur in nature, radioactive iso- 
topes can be made in an atomic 
nucleus bombardment device, such 
as the pile. 

An isotope, thus, is a variation 
of a chemical element, with the 
same general characteristics as 
the common form of the element 
and occupying the same place in 
the atomic table, but having a dif- 
ferent weight, 


Since the radioactive isotope 


} behaves chemically the same as its 


normal stable relative, it partici- 
pates in the same chemical proc- 
esses. However, because of its ra- 
dioactivity, the path of the radio- 
active isotope can be followed. 

The analogy of the tracer bul- 
let frequently is employed in this 
connection. The path of the trac- 
er can be seen because of the 
light the bullet emits, By follow- 
ing it, the path of the normal 
bullets may be determined. The 
path of the isotope tracer is fol- 
lowed by instruments which reg- 
ister the radiations; thus the path 
of the similar material can be 
learned. 

This tracer element technique 
permits a more minute investi- 
gation of chemical and biological 
processes than have been possible 
even with electron microscopes. 
Atoms and molecules themselves 
may be traced and their identity 
and changes in identity followed. 

By the use of this technique, the 
roles of carbon, sodium, phosphor- 
ous, sulphur and other widely- 
occurring elements may be learned 
in important metabolic and organ- 
ic processes in plants, animals 
and human beings. Most elements 
can be traced through the maze 
of reactions in chemistry and met- 
allurgy. 

In a few cases the radio isotopes 
can be employed to treat disease, 
and some favorable results have 
been reported in controlling cer- 
tain specialized types of blood dis- 
orders. However, the use of the 
material in this field is in a prim- 
itive stage, and even investiga- 
tions along this line are under- 


taken only in a limited way, 
Preparation of the radio iso 


topes is expected to be confined 
principally to Clinton Labora- 
tories, which were designed initial- 
ly to produce experimental quan- 
tities of fissionable material for 
research in developing the atomic 
bomb. The director of the scien- 
tific phase of the project original- 
ly was Dr. Arthur H, Compton, 
chancellor of Washington Univer- 
sity in St. Louis, 

The facilities of the no oy 
engineer works at Pasco, sh., 
now operated for the Government 
by the du Pont company but 
which will be taken over Sept. 1 
by General Electric Co., will be 
used as far as the flexibility of 
the operation allows. 


Production Like Magic. 


Actual production of the Iso- 
topes seems to be performed by a 
sort of black magic. Nothing can 
be seen; progress must be deter- 
mined by instruments, and the 
worker often must look at his 
work through a periscope to es- 
cape harmful radiations. 


Essentially, the radioactive iso- 
tope is made by placing in the 
uranium chain-reacting pile, or 
apparatus, a stable element in the 
form of metal, salt, liquid or gas, 
and leaving it there until it {is ir- 
radiated. This basic process would 
apply whether the insertion was 
a fissionable material, like urani- 
um, table salt or an iron nail. 

However, the heat of the pile {s 
such that selection of the mate- 
rial is limited. Also, since the ma- 
terial must be protected from air 
and water vapor, and must be in 
a form to handle easily, it is lim- 
ited further in gature, In addition, 
the material should be such as 
not to place too heavy a drain on 
the power of the pile. 

Consideration must be given to 
the subsequent separation of the 
radioactive material from its “par- 
ent,” the element or compound 
placed in the pile. Such separation 
may be complicated, simple or, in 
some cases unnecessary. 

In producing carbon 14, calcium 
nitrate salt is placed in a welded,

Sale of the East St. Louis sinter 
Plant of the Aluminum Ore Co. to 
Erle P. Halliburton, Inc., for $2,- 
100, 000 was announced today by 
the War Assets Administration in 
Washington. 

The plant, built for the Govern- 
ment by the ore company for ap- 
proximately $10,000,000, was de- 
elared a surplus industrial unit 
this year.

During peak production, the 
Aluminum Ore Co. had 3800 em- 
ployes at the plant, which com- 
prises 20 to 25 buildings near the 
company's main plant at Thirty- 
third street and Missouri avenue 
in East St. Louis. 

A spokesman said some of the 
employes were rehired by the com- 
pany in other jobs when the plant 
was closed. 


BRITISH FIND BOTH 
U.S., RED PLANS ON 
ATOM ACCEPTABLE 


LONDON, Aug 2 (AP)—Minis- 
ter of State Philip Noel-Baker 
announced in Parliament today 
that the British Government ac- 
cepted both the United States and 
Russian plans for control of atom- 
ic energy. 

He said there appeared to be 
no conflict between the plans and 
that divergent American and Rus- 
sian ideas should be fused into 
one.

PLANE TAKES OFF 
WITH LOAD GREATER 
THAN OWN WEIGHT 


172,000. Pounds Gross Called 
Largest to Leave Earth 
Under Power. 


LONG BEACH, Calif. Aug. 2 
‘AP)—Douglas Aircraft announced 
yesterday that one of its big C-74s 
had taken off with a gross load 
of 172,000 pounds, which it called 
the greatest weight ever to leave 
the earth under power. 

The craft also, Douglas said, be- 
came the first modern transport to 
lift a disposable load greater than 
its own empty weight, 85,712 
pounds, 

Tests were made at the Muroc 
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Army Air Field, on the Southern 
California desert, by Douglas Test 
Pilot Russell J. Thaw, under di- 
rection of the AAF’s Materiel Com- 
mand at Wright Field, O. 

The announcement pointed out 
that the plane, which Douglas calls 
the Globemaster and says can cir- 
cle the world with only two stops, 
was forced to operate under ad- 
verse conditions — including ab- 
normally high temperature, 2200- 
foot altitude at the field, and a 
downwind takeoff to avoid terrain 
clearance risks, Despite these han- 
dicaps, the craft took off after a 
run of only 4000 feet. 

The Globemaster is a low-wing 
monoplane, with a wingspan of 
173 feet and a length of 124 feet, 
powered by four 3000-horse-power 
Pratt & Whitney engines. Four 
of 14 ordered by the Army have

Continuous experiment to keep 
the nation a leader in aircraft 
manufacturing is necessary, Roy- 
all said, because in the event of 
another war there would be no 
opportunity to expand the Amer- 
ican aviation industry over a pe- 
riod of months. All manufactur- 
ling plants, particularly those de- 
ivoted to aviation, must be kept 
ready for swift conversion to war 
work, he said. 

It now appears possible that 
ramjet planes, called “flying 
stovepipes,” may reach a speed of 
2200 miles an hour, Royall con- 
tinued. When World War II end- 
ed, he said, the United States had 
perfected such advanced types of 
heavy bombers as the B-29, B-32 
and B-36, and was about to sup- 
plant its high-speed gasoline-pow- 
ered fighter planes with the fast- 
er jet-propelled P-80 Shooting 
Star. 

A few hours earlier, the crowd 
of visitors to Scott Field’s open 
house and air show, held in con- 
nection with the second annual 
Army Air Forces day, had wit- 
nessed a series of maneuvers by 
a P-80. The pilot, Lt. Charles B. 
Meyer of Williams Field, Chand- 
ler, Ariz., started the exhibition 
with a series of runs along the 
flight strip at altitudes of Jess 
than 100 feet and speeds estimat- 
ed at more than 400 Miles an 
hour, 

From level flight at low alti- 
tude, Lt. Meyer performed a series 
of acrobatic maneuvers, in each 
of which he gained an estimated 
5000 feet or more in altitude, In 
one casé-he made a slow roll in 
an almost “vertical climb. The 
flight lasted an hour, part of 
which was made over St, Louis. 
Other features of the day in- 
cluded a mass jump by 15 para- 
troopers, After they landed they 
set off camouflage smoke bombs 
and made a simulated attack 
toward the spectators. Fifteen 
B-25 medium bombers and 12 P-47 
Thunderbolt fighters, flown by 
members of the 477th Composite 
Group of Columbus, ©., an all- 
Negro group, performed formation 
flights and mock strafing attacks 
over the field. 


INQUIRY IN UNUSED 
DEXTROSE AS CITY. 
PURCHASED MORE 


An investigation to determine 
why four 200-pound barrels of 
powdered dextrose, a month’s sup- 
ply, were left unused in a store- 
room at City Hospital for five 


years while the city was forced to 
buy prepared dextrose solution at 
a greatly increased cost was or- 
dered yesterday by Hospital Com- 
missiener Dr. F. M. Grogan. 

At a recent meeting of the Board 
of Estimato and Apportionment 
the hospital commissioner, explain- 
ing details of the increasing cost 
of hospital operation, cited the 
fact that the city formerly was 
able to buy a month’s supply of 
powdered dextrose for $54. How- 
ever, it is no longer obtainable in 
this form and the prepared solu- 
tion must be bought at a monthly 
cost of $1500, 

Subsequently, the four barrels 
of dextrose were found by the 
supply commissioner's office. Two 
of the barrels had become con- 
taminated, the other.two are us 
able, Dr. Grogan said. He said 
the dextrose apparently had been 
“carelessly overlooked,” and point- 
ed out that there has been a rapid

Says Collision at Naperville, 
Ill., Was Caused by Failure 
to Observe Signals. 


DEXTRO-DELICIOUS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission reported yesterday that 
wreck that caused the death of 45 
persons and injury to 69 others 
at Naperville, Ill., on April 25 was 
caused by failure to operate a 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy pas- 
senger train in accordance with 
signals,

The commission’s investigation 
indicated No. 39 was approaching 
Naperville at about 80 miles an 
hour, The flagman of No. 11 had 
gone back to protect his train 
and had reached a point about 
800 feet to the rear when No. 39 
sped past him. 

The commission said No. 39 ap- 
proached No. 11 and failed at a 
distant signal to reduce speed in 
accordance with the signal. 

“Had the signal been observed 
and this instruction complied | 
with, this accident would have 
been prevented,” the report said. 
A second signal displayed “Stop— 
then proceed” which required that 
the train must be stopped and 
then operated beyond such signal 
so that it could be stopped short 
of any preceding train, the report 
added. 

“The weather was clear and 
there was no condition which ob- 
scured the view” of the signal, 
the commiasion noted. 

Members of the crew of No. 39 
were quoted as saying they did 
not feel any brakes applied in the 


train was midway between the 
two signals mentioned. Several 
members said they thought the 
speed was about 45 miles at the 
time of the collision. 

The commission added that the 
engineer of No. 39 was not avail- 
able for questioning because of 
injuries, 

The commission recommended 
that the railroad discontinue the 
operation of passenger cars which 
“do not meet present standards, 
intermingled in trains with cars 
meeting such standards.” 

The report said No. 11 consisted 
of cars both of light weight stain- 
less steel construction and cars 
of conventional all-steel construc- 
tion, The twelfth and thirteenth 
cars of the train were built in 
1915 while the ninth and tenth 
cars were built in 1940 and the 
eleventh car in 1938. 

“The greatest damage and prac- 
tically all the deaths occurred in 
the thirteenth and eleventh cars,” 
the report said.

Court. Says.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 2— 
Real estate held by Concordia 
Publishing House, 3558 South Jef- 
ferson avenue, St. Louis, a sub- 
sidiary corporation of the Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Synod of Mis- 
souri, Ohio and other states, is 
not entitled to exemption from 
taxation, the Missouri Supreme 


Court ruled yesterday. 

Division No. 2 of the court 
affirmed a judgment by Circuit 
Judge William K, Koerner up- 
holding a property tax assessment 

aced on the property by the city 
of St. Louis in 1943 for 1944 taxes, 

taxes involved totaled about 


$8100, 

The Supreme Court rejected 
contentions that the property was 
used exclusively for religious wor- 
ship and charitable purposes and 
therefore was tax exempt under 
the Missouri Constitution and 
laws. 

The property involved is held 
in the name of the publishing 
house, but is used jointly for the 
purposes of the publishing con- 
cern and synod. Profits of the 
publishing house are turned over 
to the synod, 

Judge George Robb Ellison, who 
wrote the opinion adopted by Di- 
vision No. 2, held that while one 
of the charter purposes of the 
publishing house was the advance- 
ment of knowledge and learning, 
it was not engaged exclusively in 
either religious or charitable ac- 
tivities. : 

“Appellant’s objections are com- 
mendable,” he said, “and there is 
no doubt that a charitable trust 
may operate for profit. But the 
only question here is whether the 
land on which appellant’s publish- 
ing enterprise is conducted is tax 
exempt. 

“Our constitution says tax 
exempt lend must be used exclu- 
sively for religious worship or pur- 
poses purely charitable. A com- 
petitive commercial business op- 
erated for profit does not comply 
with that requirement, even 
though the profits are devoted to 
religion,” ° 

Judge Ellison said the record 
showed that in 1944 gross receipts 
of the Concordia Publishing House 
from the printing and sale of 
books, literature and religious pub- 
lications totaled $1,560,741. The net 
profit was $225,889, of which $125,- 
000 was turned over to the synod.

“By switching the emphasis of 
our construction program to ren- 
tal housing and insisting upon 
wiser planning and better build- 
ing, we can still avoid catastro- 
phe,” she writes, “If rental hous- 
ing would be given the same kind 
of tax-free, fast-amortization 
break that was given industrial 
plants during the war, and is now 
being granted to new constriiction 
materials plants, investing build- 
ers would soon leave the side lines 
and start giving us a really sen- 
ay solution to the housing prob- 
e ” 


While cognizant of Government 
efforts to correct shoddy construc- 
tion, Mrs, Rosenman argues that 
“stricter regulations and higher 
standards are needed everywhere 
to safeguard all types of new 
housing from becoming a curse in- 
stead of a blessing.” 

“According to the best estimates 

can obtain,” Mrs. Rosenman 
states, “approximately 85 per cent 
of the lumber now being used in 
construction is green lumber, 
which is sure to twist and warp 
when it dries out, A large amount 
of the metal pipe going into homes 
is secondhand galvanized or 
wrought-iron pipe which may rust 
out within a year and has little 
chance of giving service for more 
than five years. Chrome fixtures, 
hardwood flooring and seasoned 
siding are almost unobtainable, 
and, as a result, are being replaced 
by unsatisfactory substitutes.”

BRITISH LEFTISTS 
JOURNAL ATTACKS 
- THE ROYAL HOUSE 


LONDON, Aug. 2 (AP) — The 
leftist Independent Labor Party 
weekly, the Socialist Leader, has 
attacked the British royal house 
as “the most extreme and ancient 
symbol of the class-state.” 

“Under suitable circumstances, 
the British royal family could 
still play a similar role to the 
Italian,” the publication said. 

The Italian royal house of Savoy 
went into exile this summer after 


| Italy voted for a republic. 


The magazine, which published 
recently an attack by Novelist H. 
G. Wells on the British royal 
house, asserted: 

“Real socialism is republican or 
nothing. Time was, and not so 
very long ago,... when democrats 
and radicals in this country were 
not so awe-struck by the mon- 
‘archial institution as our top- 
hatted Socialists and ultra-re- 
spectable ‘Communists’ appear to 
be now.” 

The article said it was “high 
time” for the Labor government 
to make an issue of republicanism. 

The magazine said of the pres- 
ent house of Windsor, whose 
name was the house of Hanover 
until the first world war: 

“Only one Hanoverian, George 
ITI, played any significant politi- 
cal role and he ended by first 
loging America and then going 
mad.” 

The royalty “has managed to

I 


T is not possible to present accurate figures listing by location and 
by nationality all of the displaced persons. Some indications of the 
scope of the problem may be given, however, on the basis of esti- 


mates obtained from the most reliable sources of information available. 
As of a recent date, there were known to be in a dozen of the European 
countri¢s approximately 3,000,000 displaced persons, of about 22 differ- 


ent nationalities or stateless. By 


far the greatest numbers of such 


persons are to be found in Germany, Austria, France and Italy. As of 


April 30, 1946, there were known to 


approximately 816,000 displaced persons, 
the latest available figure for France is about 400,000, 


Italy 35,000; 


The figures with respect to dis- 
placed persons within camps of 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration in Ger- 
many and Austria are of course 
quite accurate; it is, however, 
quite safe to add to the figures 
given above 250,000 as living out- 
side camps. With respect to the 
figures within camps, it is inter- 
esting to note that nearly 50,000 
children under the age of six years 
and over 40,000 children between 
the ages of six and 14 are in- 
cluded. 

Certain estimates with respect 
to some of the nationality groups 
of displaced persons in Europe 
may be given. Poles head the 
list, numbering approximately 650,- 
000 (the number may be much 
larger); Exstonians, 100,000; Lat- 
vians, 180,000; Lithuanians, 150,000; 
Ukranians, 485,000. No adequate 
estimates are available on the to- 
tal number of displaced Russians. 
More than 100,000 Russian refu- 
gees of World War I are reported 
in France and more than 70,000 
displaced Russians of World War 
Il in Germany. In France there 
are estimated to be from 130,000 
to 200.000 Spanish Republicans. 


Many Who Can't Go Home. 


While {t is clear that the best 
and superficial solution of the 
problem of displaced persons lies 
in their willing return to their 
countries of origin, it has been 
for good reason recognized (a) 
that many displaced persons will 
have perfectly valid objections to 
returning, and (b) that humani- 
tdrian reasons dictate some free- 
dom of choice in this respect. 
Bluntly stated, many displaced 
persons cannot return to their 
homelands without endangering 
their lives or liberties. 

What, then, is required in the 
situation? 

The paramount need of dis- 
placed persons is for a country 
of permanent residence. All other 
assistance, however necessary, 
does not offer a permanent s0- 
lution to this basic need. During 
the period until such a solution 
is possible, maintenance, health 
and welfare services are essen- 
tial essential to the preser- 
vation of human life, essential to 
repair the damage which the war 
and persecution and _  »privation 
have caused, and essential in prep- 
aration for the building of a new 
life in homelands or in new coun- 
tries of refuge, Food, clothing, and 
shelter must be provided, with 
special consideration for children, 
mothers, the aged and sick. 


Children, particularly those with- 
out parents or relatives, present 
special problems. If they are to 
come out of their terrifying ex- 
periences into a normal adult life, 
skilled child welfare services are 
imperative and special educational 
provisions should be made for 
them. Families and relatives have 
become scattered over the face 
of the globe, and their location 
and reunion, including transporta- 
tion where necessary, are urgent 
while records and other traces re- 
main. 

The Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee on Refugees, known as IGC, 
was formed as a result of a con- 
ference convened on the initia- 
_ tive of the United States at Evian, 
France, in 19388. The main purpose 
of the committee at that time was 
to secure by discussion with the 
German authorities an orderly 
system of migration of those who 
had to leave that country. The 
outbreak of the war brought the 
work of IGC summarily to an 
end. As the era of military opera- 
tions expanded, the problem with 
which the committee was attempt- 
ing to deal became only one small 
aspect of the general problem of 
involuntary migration, 

In 1944, IGC was 
and reconstituted with 36 mem- 
ber governments, including 34 
United Nations and two neutrals 
-—Sweden and Switzerland, 

Certain limitations upon IGC, by 
reason of its constitution and 
adopted policies have kept the 
committee from being as effec- 
tive as might be hoped. In the 
first place, IGC will not deal with 
claimed nationals of a govérn- 
ment without consultation with 
and agreement of that govern- 
ment. This offers a serious ob- 
stacle with regard to assisting 
“dissident” groups, such as those 
of Polish and Russian nationality 
I1GC has been further Iimited to 
Gate because it has had only a

There is every indication that 
the number of displaced persons 
who will not return. home after 
all efforts in that direction have 
been exhausted wi!' be somewhere 
between 1,200,000 and _ 1,400,000, 
with something between 600,000 
and 600,000 in Germany alone, 
Making up this total will be pri- 
marily citizens of the former Bal- 
tie Republics of Estonia, Latvia 
and Lithuania; Yugoslavs not in 
agreement with the present gov- 
ernment in Yugoslavia; Ukrain- 
ians of several nationalities; and 
Spanish Republicans, In addition 
to or included within these groups 
are Jewish displaced persons of 
many nationalities estimated by 
the Anglo-American Commission 
at 391,000; and those who have 
been officially declared stateless, 
as well as others who have not 
been claimed by the repatriation 
representatives of any country. 

It is thus apparent that there 
will be many thousands of dis- 
placed persons who will require 
continuing care and welfare scrv- 
ices; many will need assistance to 
become resettled; many are with- 
out the protection Q@ a govern- 
ment and will require .substanti 
legal protection, Thes facts /in- 
dicate, as the United Nations te- 
cently recognized, that the prob- 
lem ‘is one of immediate urgency.” 

New Agency . Proposed. 

The mandate under ‘which the 
(proposed new) intergovernmental 
agency should operate must be 
such that it extends to all per- 
sons, wherever they may be, who 
have had to leave their countries 
of residence, because of danger to 
their lives or liberties on account 
of their race, religion, or political 
beliefs, and to those persons, 
though still within their home- 
lands, who have been restrained 
for any of the same reasons, The 
agency should have the power to 
protect, maintain, prepare for get- 
tlement or resettlement, and 
transport persons within its man- 
date, insofar as this may be neces- 
sary and practicable. 

If the intergovernmental agency 
is to have adequate funds to carry 
out the extensive responsibilities 
proposed, it will be essential that 
it be afforded support by all mem- 
ber governments. 

Resettlement requires money and 
plenty of it. In view of this and 
other considerations it is most im- 
portant that the intergovernmen- 
tal agency have, not a pro forma 
but a real and close relationship 
with the United Nations, probably 
the Social and Economic Council. 
By reason of the scope of its char- 
ter and its international recogni- 
tion by governments, the United 
Nations organization is the logical 
body to sponsor, develop, and en- 
courage adequate financial sup- 
port for such an intergovernmen- 
tal agency, membership in which, 
however, should be open to all 
governments, 

Immigration Changes Urged. 

Since resettlement lies at the 
heart of the problem, it follows 
that the governments of the world, 
especially those countries spared 
the devastation of war, should in 
the interests of displaced persons, 
vif for no other reason, resist the 
usual postwar proposals for 
greater restrictions upon immigra- 
tion. Indeed, the situation cries 
loudly for relaxing such restric- 
tions. 

If, with respect to such quota 
countries as the United States, it 
is deemed to be asking too much 
to suggest that over-all numerical 
quotas be increased, the situation 
can be aided in still other ways, 
as for example by temporarily (a) 
pooling unfilled immigration quo- 
tas for the benefit of displaced 
persons, or (b) permitting unused 
quotas to be added to the quotas 
for the next succeeding year. Other 
relaxations or liberalizations for 
a limited period are altogether fea- 
sible and appropriate. Exception 
should be made for displaced per- 
sons in countries which now re- 
quire guaranties that persons 
entering will not become public 
charges. Similarly, particularly in 
view of the advance of medical 
science and effective institutional 
care, many of the usual health re- 
quirements with respect to immi- 
grants should be relaxed for dis- 
placed persons. 

In short, not only must an effec- 
tive intergovernmental agency be 
created along the lines indicated 
above, but national barriers to the 
movement and distribution of dis- 
placed persons must be lowered, if

MANSION IN LONDON 


14-Acre Estate to House En- 
voy — Bathtubs Have

LONDON, Aug. 2 (AP) — The 
United States embassy has ac- 
eepted the gift of .Barbara Hut- 
ton’s Georgian mansion in Re- 
gent's Park as.the residence for 
the American Ambassador in Lon- 
don. The three-story ‘mansion ts’ 
situated in 14 acres of ground, 
the largest residential estate in 
London, except for Buckingham 
Palace, 

The mansion was built by the 
Woolworth heiress in 1936 at a 
cost of $600,000 and $2,000,000 was 
spent in furnishing it. “It was 
called Winfield House, as a me- 
morial to Barbara Hutton’'s grand- 
father, Frank Winfield Woolworth, 
who founded the 5-and-10-cent- 
store empire, 

Winfield House has three guest 
suites, a gymnasium and an in- 
door swimming pool. Its bath- 
tubs have gold faucets, On tho 
grounds are a tennis court and 
several acres of gardens. 

The Ambassador's present resi- 
dence, donated to the United 
States by the late J. Pierpont 
Morgan, is at Prince’s gate, a 
short distance from Kensington 
Palace, birthplace of Queen Vic- 
toria.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP).

He expressed hope that Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes would suc- 
ceed at Paris in working out a 
peace that is just to both enemies 
and allies in the recent war. 


The President reminded his 
audience that it is almost a year 
since V-J day. 

He said he wanted to sce the 
United States take the leadership 
in the cause of peace in the same 
spirit displayed in winning the 
war, 


“If you haven't the heart and 
the menta] stamina to win the 
peace,” he said, winning the war 
doesn't mean too much, 


Truman said he wanted to see 
the American production machine 
become the same force for win- 
ning the peace as it was for win- 
ning the war. 


Byrnes, the President said, is In 
Paris in an effort to get started 
on the road to winning the peace. 

The United States, he continued, 
wants “no power, territory or rep- 
arations,” all it wants “is a just 
peace.” 

Truman ssid it was essential, 
however, that the United Nations 
have a “police force” capable of 
enforcing “that peace.” The 
United Nations “won't get any- 
where” without such a force, he 
said.

“The Chapultepec accords must 
naturally be ratified by the Argen- 
tine Congress, in accordance with 
this country’s constitution, but it 
is inconceivable that this will not 
be done. In this connection, I 
have full confidence in the atti- 
tude of the Argentine Senators. 

“It is my intense desire and ab- 
solute determination to play fair 
with the United States, but, at the 
same time, I must ask the United 
States to play fair with Argentina. 
By that I mean that it would be

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‘Plain Talk for Peace 


Trygvie Lie»warning that the success of the 
United Natiohs must be based on an under- 
standing among the great powers, went to the 
heart of world accord. 

The world looks to the great powers for lead- 
ership. Until the leaders are agreed in pur- 
pose and plan, the followers will be confused. 

Why haven't the great powers been able to 
function in unison? One reason is that they 
have not met their problems head-on, 

It is wry humor when the Manchester Guardi- 
an calls the Paris peace conference “the con- 
ference of the little peaces.” But what confer- 
ence held since the Second World War ended 
has come to grips with the big underlying 
facts of peace and war; of which Trieste, the 
evacuation of Austria, the freeing of the Dan- 
ube, Iranian separatism and the veto power in 
the United Nattons are only symptomatic? 

At every conference the foreign ministers 
have talked of Trieste. Why don't they finally 
get down, some time, to talking of what Trieste 
means? The little problem of that Adriatic port 
is ostensibly solved. Meanwhile, the great prob- 
lem that underlies it is untouched, Trieste 
means Russia's determination to become a 
power in the Mediterranean—why don't we talk 
about that sometime? Not indirectly, but right 
out loud, in so many words? 

When the evacuation of Austria and the free- 
ing of the Danube are mentioned, what is really 
meant is Russia's intentions for hegemony in the 
Balkans, Austria and Hungary. Is Russia try- 
ing to install a closed-door policy in these coun- 
tries? It certainly looks so. Why don’t the 
leaders of Russia say comprehensively and con- 
clusively what their ideas are on the subject? 
They haven't said, and the result is suspicion. 

The Danubian issue, which Russia has forbid- 
den to be so much as brought up at Paris, has 


been treated only as a symptom. As the Central 


European Observer says, the real question about 
the Danube is not whether it shall be opened to 
free commerce, but from what countries goods 
shall come in over it, and to what countries goods 
shall go out over it. Before and during the 
war Germany oriented Danubian commerce to its 
orbit, largely, to start with, because all the other 
countries of the world failed to provide a market 
in which the Danubian nations could buy and 
sell. The basic question on the Danube there- 
fore is reorientation of trade. There are evi- 
dences that Russia means to gobble up all of it 
before consenting to talk about the subject at 
all. If she does, she is making a sad mistake. 
Whether she does or not, she would be wise to 
talk it over first—frankly. 

Iran is a little symptom of the big problem 
of world oil. Russia, France and Britain are 
engaged in a diplomatic tug of war over oil and 
the United States is anything but an innocent 
bystander. The cruel fact is that either there 
will be a world accord on oil or there will be a 
lot of little wars, perhaps one big war, about oil, 
Why don’t the nations talk about oil, with brutal, 
peace-provoking clarity? 

The veto in the United Nations has been and 
still is one of the most troublesome obstacles to 
international co-operation. It symptomizes 
distrust. Why don’t the nations that are re- 
making the world talk plain talk among them- 
selves about the reasons for .heir distrust of 
each other and the possible measures that could 
be taken to bring about trust instead? 

The very first step would be for the major 
powers to be completely honest with each other. 
They haven't been that yet. Because they are 
distrustful, they dissemble. Because they are 
dissembled to, they distrust. It is the most 
vicious of all circles. 

A particularly perilous example of the vicious 


circle is the discussion of what to do about the 


atomic bomb. 

The United States Government has offered 
to entrust the fearful secret to the world pro- 
vided controls are set up and enforced to pre- 
vent its use for war. There is no parallel in 
history for this overture of trust. Yet it is 
rejected by the Russians because they want to 
have veto power, which is another way of say- 
ing that they want to terminate the controls 
any time they like. 

Russia's rejection springs partly from dis- 
trust of allowing outside nations to make in- 
spections inside the Soviet Union. It creates 
distrust in turn. ! 

All the nations are distrustful because the 
atomic bomb is at large, and it is at large be- 
cause they are distrustful. 

The world has seen a great deal of diplomacy 
in action since Germany and Japan were beaten 
to their knees, and it has seen very little ac- 
eomplished. Why can’t the world have a mora- 
torium on diplomacy-as-usual, and instead of 
double-talk, obliquities and superficialities? Why 
can't the big powers deal like direct, “honest, 
forthright men with the facts of war and peace, 
which have come in this Atomic Age to be the 
facts of life and death?

That Great Jones Legend 

The defective accounting which the General 
Accounting Office charged to the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, and which is con- 
firmed by the investigation of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures, came about, be it re- 
membered, under the chairmanship of the 
legendary Emperor Jesse Jones, 

In those days when the big Texas dollar-and- 
cent man was the money-bags of Washington, 
it was said widely, highly and handsomely that 
Mr. Jones was indispensable, infallible, unique, 
that he was the only man who could-.run the 
RFC, and that he ran it with the genius that 
only one with the soundest business and bank- 
ing head on him could hope to have. 

The magnificent Jones carried the RFC, pretty 
much in his hatband. The RFC, he was it. The 
colossal defects in RFC accounting which are 
now turning up, he was those too, we take it. 
It is a great blow to the great Jones legend. In 
fact, it is a blow-out. 

It might be further remembered that Henry 
Wallace, on being nominated to be Secretary of 
Commerce, was considered by Mr. Jones’s ad- 
mirers to be too much of a dreamer and a radi- 
cal to be entrusted with the RFC. Only on big 
business and banking shoulders like those of 
the Judicious Jesse should burdens of the sort 
be placed.

Mrs, Mankin is the hope of Georgia progres- 
sivism in Congress. In less than five months’ 
service, she has proved an able member, and 
evidently there are numerous Georgians who 
approve, 

In her battle for a fair deal for herself and 
for the thousands of Georgians who voted for 
her, she is displaying shrewdness and courage. 
It is the kind of persistence, resourcefulness and 
stout fighting spirit that is required to lick a 
clever demagogue like Gene Talmadge.

When Molotov Is Right 


Soviet Foreign Minister Molotov, speaking of 
Spain, speaks what should be our language.

Wheat has gone up and the subsidy has gone 
off flour, squeezing the millers’ narrow profit 
margin to red ink. It is reported, therefore, that 
OPA will raise the ceiling on flour—and also 
that bread will go up a penny a loaf. But such 
adjustments take a little time, and even if the 
price of flour is adjusted tomorrow, the millers 
will be at the mercy of wheat prices until at 
least Aug. 20, when the decontrol board either 
will or will not restore price ceilings to grain. 

Because the Senate wanted to give wheat 
growers a little special gravy, millers, their em- 
ployes and customers and ultimate consumers 
are in a hole. With the loss of wages, idle mill 
employes will remember their Senators; those in 
Missouri will particularly remember Forrest 
Donnell, who helped vote the controls off grain, 

The mill owners have still another grievance, 
Congress dallied until the last moment and then 
produced an OPA bill which deserved the veto 
it got. In the subsequent flare of uncontrolled 
prices, some wheat now being processed was 
bought as much as 26% cents above the old ceil- 
ing. Whatever price OPA finds reasonable on 
flour, the millers are threatened with a stiff loss 
on such grain. 

Members of Congress who caused this mess 
thought themselves very shrewd. They are mis- 
taken. 
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Defeat of the Tidelands Grab. 


President Truman's fine and courageous ac- 
tion in vetoing the tidelands oil quitelaim bill 
has now been upheld by the House. The issue 
of whether the disputed reserves are owned by 
the Federal Government or by the states off 
whose shores they happen to occur will be duly 
decided by the Supreme Court. 

It is gratifying to record that Mr, Truman 
has conducted himself with presidential stature 
in this matter. He alone has stood between 


the raiders of our oil reserves and one of the’ 


nation’s last sources of oil for national defense. 
To do this, he had to swallow his pique at the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee’s refusal to 
confirm’ Pauley as Under Secretary of the Navy. 

Congress's passage of the quitclaim bill, in 
contravention of the national interest and to 
the prejudice of a Justice Department suit pend- 
ing in the United States Supreme Court, is a 
black mark against the legislative branch. It 
was a supine surrender of a national resource 
to the exploitation of private business. 

The only creditable feature of Congress's per- 
formance is that it tas now upheld the Presi- 
dent’s veto. The House was first to act, but 
since it passed the vetoed measure by a sub- 
stantially larger majority than the Senate did, 
it is fair to assume that the Senate would have 
upheld he President's hand also.

Strings on Philippine Freedom

Economic slavery is imposed on political independence of Philip- 
pines, writer says; islands’ market is tied to advantage of American 
business; our Trade Act also supports feudal Filipino upper class, 
which often collaborated with Japan while peasants fought invaders.

The Fourth of July this year might have 
marked the end of 48 years of American 
imperialism in the Philippines, On that 
day we were to become the first great 
power to keep its promise to a colonial 
people by giving them independence. But 
what was to have been Philippine freedom 
has turned out to be pretty much a hoax, 


Perhaps the best summary of the effects 
of American rule in the Philippines was 
made by High Commissioner Francis B, 
Sayre in hia report on the Philippines for 
the year ending June, 1941: 


“. . , neither a sizable independent mid- 
die class nor an influential public opinion 
has developed. The bulk of the newly 
created income has gone to the govern- 
ment to landlords and to urban areas, and 
has served but little to ameliorate the liv- 
ing conditions of the almost feudal peasan- 
try... . Social unrest has reached serious 
proportions... .” 


Opposition to Independence 


Opposition to Philippine independence 
came from the small but potent upper 
class, which was assured of fixed and 
profitable markets for their products under 
the duty-free trade arrangements with the 
United States. Once the islands became 
independent, they would, of course, be 
forced to compete on the world market 
under the unfavorable conditions imposed 
by various tariffs. 


American interests both in the United 
States and in the Philippines, those which 
either had direct investments or profited 
from the import or processing of Filipino 
products, similarly opposed full independ- 
ence, 

The Philippine upper class, which profit- 
ed most from American rule, in the end 
became so fearful of independence that 
many of them welcomed the invading 
Japanese as saviors of their social and 
economic order. So a large section of the 
upper class collaborated, while most of 
the opposition to the Japanese came from 
the lower class who, though they had 
profited least from American rule, respect- 
ed and cherished the American promise 
of freedom. 


Islands Are Left a Vassal 


Nevertheless, after the Philippines were 
liberated in 1945, the collaboration-tainted 
upper class was permitted to retain the 
political and economic power it had held 
before the war. 

The Philippines had suffered material 
war losses estimated to be in excess of a 
billion dollars. President Roosevelt had 
pledged that the United States would com- 
pensate the Philippines for all war dam- 
age. Instead, the Rehabilitation Act pro- 
vided a fund of only $620,000,000; of this 
amount, $400,000,000 was provided to com- 
pensate property ‘owners, which would 
"benefit only the small upper class and the 
American interests, 

What is more important is the fact that 
the provisions of the act were made con- 
tingent upon an “or else” clause in Section 
601, which provided that no payment of 
more than $500 would be paid on any dam- 
age claim until the Filipinos ratified the 
Trade Act. 

It was the Trade Act, an amendment to 
the Independence Act of 1934, sponsored 
by Representative Bell and Senator Tyd- 


ings, which cut the heart out of Philippine 
indépendence and made the islands an eco- 
nomic vassal of the United States, regard- 
less. of their nominal independence. 


It provides for an eight-year extension 
of free trade with the United States, follow- 
ing which, over a 20-year period, there is 
to come about a gradual imposition of 
American tariffs on Philippine goods. Not 
until 1974 are full duties to be paid. 


Support for Status Quo 


Another provision of the Trade Act 
divides the export quotas among the same 
amall group—mainly Spanish and Ameri- 
can compradores—who possessed export 
monopolies in 1941. Of this, Assistant 
Secretary of State Clayton said to the 
Senate Finance Committee: “Not only 
does this deprive the Philippine Govern- 
ment of a sovereign prerogative, but it 
has the effect of giving prewar producers 
a virtual monopoly... .” 


The State Department also took excep- 
tion to Section 321, which forbids the 
Philippines to charge any import tariffs 
lower than American tariffs for any par- 
ticular product. In the opinion of the 
department, “this unilateral restriction on 
Philippine tariff autonomy would be in- 
consistent with Philippine political inde- 
pendence.” 


The State Department was particularly 
embarrassed by this creation of a closed 
economic sphere in the Philippines be- 
cause it had been critical of similar British 
trade agreements within the Empire. 


Chained to the Dollar 


Another section of the Trade Act chains 
Philippine currency to the American dollar 
until 1974, thus making it impossible for 
the Philippine Government to control the 
value of its own money. 

Then there is Section 341, which gives 
Americans equal rights with Filipinos ina 
the development of Philippine natural re- 
sources until 1974. Because this section 
ran counter to the Philippine Constitution, 
which stated that 60 per cent of any en- 
terprise must be owned by Filipinos, it 
became necessary for the Philippine peo- 
ple to amend their constitution in order 
to accept the Trade Act, 

Thus it was that, beset from within by 
a dominant feudalistic upper class, and 
from without by a new colonialism dis- 
guised as “independence,” the Philippine 
Republic was launched on July 4, 1946. 
The Philippine Press on April Fools Day, 
1946, anticipated the happy event: 


“On July 4, 1946, the United States of 
America will play on us a huge joke, On 
that day of days, to the accompaniment of 
martial music, parades and speeches, gen- 
erous, big-hearted Unele Sam will, with a 
perfectly straight face, declare this coun- 
try ‘free and independent’... We will 
discover to our cost that the friend who 


entered our house has appropriated the * 


entire building, and we should be grateful 
if he graciously permits us to occupy the 
attic.”

Voice of Revolt 


"CLODS OF SOUTHERN EBARTH,” by Don West. 
(Boni & Geer, New York.) 

Out of the Southern soil, out of the red 
earth of Georgia, comes Don West, whose 
starkly powerful poems speak of the woes 
of the Southern workers and demand for 
them a new emancipation. In his poems 
he cries aloud to America, telling about 
“sharecroppers, tenants, black men and 
crackers,” calling upon America to listen 
and look and think deep, for he has tales 
to tell “and little pieces of twisted life to 
show,” for he is “grieved by looking at 
what I’ve seen.” 

He has seen anger: 

The slow, groaning anger 

Of the South— 

Born of toil and hunger, 

Tearing at a million hearts. 

Taken in with bulldog gravy 

Or pinto beans. 

Sucked up with coal dust or lint 

Into the belly of the South, 

The great, gaunt belly 

Of a smoldering South! 

But he has also seen beauty! 


Beauty is Southern nights, 
Beauty is a tall sycamore 
On the bank of the Chattahoochee. 
Beauty is the somber face 
Of a Southern Negro, 
And the rhythmic lines of the mountaina, 
A wild music 
Etched on a dusky sky. 
. * . 


For a long time Don West has been 
known up and down the land for the bit- 
terness of his poems of protest and his 
flaming faith in the coming of a better day 
for the toilers. He is known for his pioneer- 
ing in education, transforming schools into 
training centers for democracy: for his 
preaching of the religion of brotherhood; 
and for his promotion of the labor move 
ment in the South, Dut it is as a poet that 
he has become best known. 

To such an extent was this true that 
when announcement was made that his 
collected poems were to be published tn a 
book, something new in the book pubDlish- 
ing business came to pass. Unsolicited ad- 
vance orders for more than 12,000 copies 
were received by the publishers, probably 
a record for a first book of poems pub 
lished in- this country. 

The explanation seems to be that West 
is recognized as the authentic voice of the 
workers of the South, for he is one of 
them. He has shared their poverty. 

Born in the mountains and coming from 
there as a sharecropper to the cotton 
fields, he was later in turn a coal miner 
in the Cumberlands, a textile worker in 
Carolina, a sailor and a deck hand on a 
Mississippi river steamboat. He speaks a 
language that the workers understand and, 
highly articulate, translates their troubles 
into shining and searipg words.

WORLD'S BEST POEMS. edited by Markt Ven Oeren 
and Garibaldi M. Lapollea. (World Publishing Ce., 
Cleveland and New York.) 


Here is an anthology of poetry which 
does not stoop to the appeal of the fa- 
miliar, but has the courage to get off the 
beaten track. It takes you into the fragile 
subtlety of Japanese poetry; the pastoral 
imagery of the Rigveda; the Bible-like elo- 
quence of Talmudic legend and the most 
sensitive translations of the Greek and 
Latin poets. Occasionally, to indicate the 
richness of the original, two translations 
are given. 

Breadth of view is shown again in the 
section of American verse, which gives 
more than 100 pages to Indian poetry.

A fine sense of values gov- 
erns the selections of the better known 
American poets, Walt Whitman leads with 
nine pages and Emerson comes in second 
with five.

Major Palestine Obligation

They are obviously even in- 
capable of seeing not only that 
they put a major weapon in the 
hands of the Government they so 
foolishly believe they coerce, but 
that they put to a grave psycho- 
logical disadvantage the very 
cause they declare themselves 
anxious to defend. For every 
bomb or hand-grenade they throw 
stokes up the fire of anti-Semitism 
all over the world and is a gift to 
influences on the Arab side which 
seek to prevent any hope of a per- 
manent settlement in Palestine. 

What they do is worse than a 
crime—it is stupidity. It is never- 
theless urgent for both the Brit- 
ish and American Governments to 
keep their heads at this critical 
juncture. I was glad, therefore, 
that Prime Minister Attlee was 
emphatic that this monstrous folly 
would not interfere with the vital 
task of trying to find a just settle- 
ment. 

I do not seek to excuse or palli- 
ate for a moment what the Irgun 
has done, But I think it is essen- 
tial for us clearly to keep in view 
the atmosphere which has led to 
this terrorism. We must remem- 
ber that even 12 months after V- 
day, the White Paper which every 
leading member of Mr. Attlee’s 
Government had condemned, is 
still, for all practical purposes, in 
operation in Palestine. We must 
remember that, especially in Po- 
land, anti-Semitic excesses are 
still a daily occurrence and that 
in the recent pogrom in Kielce, 
with what was virtually a defense 
from Cardinal Archbishop Hlond, 
more Jews were killed and wound- 
ed than in al] the outrages in Pal- 
estine until this last horrible 
event. 


Labor Party’s Silence. 


We must remember, too, that 
despite the pressure of the Gov- 
ernment on the Anglo-American 
Commission for a swift decision 
in their reports, especially on the 
fate of the displaced Jews in the 
European areas, the discussions 
go on and on without any, visible 
result. ' 

There is no move by any coun- 
try to open its doors to these hap- 
less victims. Their plight is co- 
incident with the long-term policy 
of “appeasing” the Arabs which 
not only whets their appetite for 
further- demands, but has ren- 
dered the position of Jewish com- 
munities in Iraq and Tripolitania 
even more hazardous than it was 
before. 

I think it right to say frankly 
that since the victory of the 
Labor party in July 1945, the 
Labor Ministers who were previ- 
ously so encouraging and friendly 
to the Jewish National Home have 
been momentously silent, and 
whatever the intentions of the 
men who have spoken, few of 
their utterances have been dis- 
tinguished either by generosity or 
grace. 

It has naturally enough been 
well known in Palestine for many 
months that the major desire of 
the British administration there 
was to disarm the Jews. The re- 
cent large-scale operation was the 
culmination of a long campaign 
in which the foree of a great em- 
pire has been brought to bear 
upon a small community, most of 
whose members have no desire 
other than to live peaceably with 
the Arabs, who have endured the 
ordeal of arrest and detention 
with extraordinary restraint, 


Attlee’s White Paper. 


There is too much evidence of 
the inability of the administration 
in Palestine to look upon otber 
than as “natives” a highly civil- 
ized people whose main fault in 
the eyes of officials is their refusal 
to accept orders the result of 
which they believe to be contrary 
to that mandate—the sole, legal 
basis upon which the British Gov- 
ernment has the right to be in Pal- 
estine. 

Now Mr. Attlee has published a 
White Paper upon the basis of 
which all the arrests and deten- 
tions were made. It proves—what 
was known for a long time—the 
existence of Jewish terrorist 
groups. It proves that one of 
these (the Irgun Zwai Leumi) was 
in touch with extreme elements of 
the Haganah (the Jewish self-de- 
fense organization). And it shows 
that these groups were composed 
of desperate men willing to do des- 
perate things. 

I find in it no proof that the 
Haganah was generally involved. 
I am not convinced by the decod- 
ed messages that Moshe Shertok 
of the Jewish Agency encouraged 
acts of sabotare by the Irgun. I 
should want Shertok’s comments 
on this charge before I accept it. 
And I am not convinced by the 
documents which seek to show 
that the Jewish Agency, as it 
were, was the power behind the 
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O words are strong enough to condemn the recent horrible and 
disastrous bomb outrage in Jerusalem, The terrorists who com- 
mitted it have obviously gone beyond the stage where reason 


secret wireless employed by the 
Irgun. 

The White Paper, in fact, leaves 
me with the conviction left by so 
many government documents of 
that kind. A great deal of it is 
proof of what was already known 
about the terrorist groups. A 
great deal is selected to make a 
circumstantial charge which is 
vague, dubious and incomplete 
and could become valid only by 
examination under the rules of 
evidence in a court of law. 

And the whole is presented with 
that art practiced by all the gov- 
ernments in the world to use the 
undoubted guilt of a few to cast 
suspicion upon a very large com- 
munity, most of whose members 
are as completely innocent as the 
Colonial Secretary in Mr. Attlee’s 
own Government, 


Tragedy of the Jews. 


The central problem remains. 
There is the vast tragedy of the 
Jews of Europe to relieve, about 
which little or nothing has been 
done. There are the distinct pledges 
by outstanding members of the 
Labor Government, made not 
once but repeatedly, to take action 
which will relieve the tragedy and 
énable the building of a “Jewish 
homeland” in Palestine to be re- 
sumed, There is a long pause 
during which nothing is done by 
Labor ministers to redeem their 
pledges before the elections, ex- 
cept permission to continue a 
small trickle of immigration into 
Palestine, 


Certain pressure of world opin- 
ion. secured the appointment of an 
Anglo-American commission which 
does its work to the accompani- 
ment of a crescendo of “appease- 
ment” of the Arabs, very notably 
in the creation of Transjordan as 
an Arab kingdom even while the 
commission is sitting. There is 
little attempt to acknowledge the 
assistance of the Jews of Palestine 
to the British during the war. 

There is an iron curtain of si- 
lence about British relations with 
the Mufti and his protectors, as 
there is about Arab support to the 
Axis powers at every stage of Brit- 
ish difficulties in the Middle East, 
Taken in conjunction with the 
European situation, it has been a 
policy so handled as to drive the 
Jewish community in Palestine, 
eager and willing to help their 
European brethren, to despair. 

Few generalizations are more 
valid historically than the insist- 
ence that when a community is 
driven to despair, some of its mem- 
bers are driven to the desperation 
of violence. I think the evidence 
suggests that something like 1 
per cent of the Jews in Palestine 
were involved in that violence, 


Britain’s Major Duty. 


T agree that it cannot be justi- 
fied; I agree that any government 
must maintain law and order. I 
agree further that there is nothing 
in the mandate itself or in the 
Balfour declaration which will 
justify the Zionist demand for 
transformation of Palestine into 
a Jewish state, 


But law and order solves noth- 
ing unless it is accompanied by ac- 
tion which genuinely and sincerely 
secks to remove, the conditions 
which lead to their breakdown. 
That removal’ still remains the 
major obligation of the British 
Government. It is not an obliga- 
tion which can wait while the 
Jews sit helpless in DP camps in 
Germany, are helpless victims of 
pogroms in Poland, suffer the old, 
evil treatment in Romania and 
watch the barriers against imi- 
gration raised as of old in Britain 
and the United States. 

Il am a supporter and proud to 
be a supporter of the Attlee Gov- 
ernment, I think it has done 
some great things. But I am 
bound to say that it seems to me 
to have handled the problem of 
Palestine without either generos- 
ity or imagination. “Bis dat qui 
cito dat” (He gives double who 
gives quickly) was the central 
principle which ought to have in- 
formed its policy. Instead, there 
have been delays and evasion and 
phrases like “the Jews must take 
their place in the queue,” which 
are unforgettable and unforgiv- 
able. 

The Jewish people are a smal] 
people, Perhaps they cannot ask 
the Labor Government to regard 
their sufferings with the concern 
with which its members after the 
last war were prepared to regard 
the sufferings of Ireland. But if 
the Government would bring itself 
to feel that concern now, the 
moral effect would be great in- 
deed. For those who bind up the 
wounds of the distressed of their 
own volition demonstrate their 
conviction that persuasion and not 
aay is the way of civilized man- 

nd,

will of a young lieutenant killed 
in the drive on Nuernberg last 
year, bequeathing his estate to his 
fiancee and a toast to his friends, 
was filed for probate yesterday. 

“I thank God, honestly, that T 
was the one to pay this tab,” said 
Lt. Lewis Peale Elliott in the will. 
Of his friends he said: 

“Through them and because of 
them, my life was a full one. Con- 
sequently, it was given cheerfully 
to help preserve for them and 
through them our ways of living... 
Drink me a drink and God bless 
you ali.” 

He left his estate, which was 
not valued, to Joan Roberts of 
New York, and asked her to “buy 
a remembrance of one who was 
buoyed by her steadfast devotion, 
never so heart-warming as during 
mv Army service.” The papers 
indicated that no near-relatives 
could be found.

FIVE-MAN COUNCIL 
FOR UNIVERSITY CITY 


Decision of Charter Commis- 
sion for Action by Voters 
Next Spring. 


A five-man council for University 
City was voted last night by the 
Charter Commission which is 
drawing up a new charter for the 
suburb, to be submitted to the 
voters next spring. 

Two of the members of the 
council would be elected at large, 
with one member representing 
each of the city’s three wards. 
One of the two members at large 
would be the city mayor, the 
commission voted, but the manner 
in which he would be selected was 
not decided, 

The commission previously had 
approved a council-city manager 
form of government under which 
the mayor would be largely a cere- 
monial officer without administra- 
tive powers, 

Although various proposals re- 
garding the size and manner of 
election of the council had brought 
lengthy and spirited discussion at 
two meetings of the commission, 
only Paul H. Young voted against 
the five-man council. Young fa- 
vored a seven-man counclW consist- 
ing of two from each ward and 
one elected at large. 

Mrs. Virgil Loeb said she was 
in favor of a council elected en- 
tirely ‘at large, because she thought 
it would provide a “more repre- 
sentative” council, but announced 
support of the plan later adopted 
as a compromise with Young’s pro- 
posal, 

The absence of one commission 
member, Julius T. Muench, pre- 
vented a decision on a contro- 
versial section of the proposed 
civil service set-up for city em- 
ployes. On a motion to have ap- 
peals from dismissals heard by 
the Civil Service Board, but with 
discretionary power in the city 
manager as to whether the deci- 
sion of the board be put into ef- 
fect, the commission split in a 
6-6 tie vote. 

Financial provisions of the 
charter are expected to be dis- 
cussed at next Thursday’s meet- 
ing.

WINTER GARDEN BUILDING 
SOLD, NEW USE UNCERTAIN 


The Winter Garden building, 520 
De Baliviere avenue, used for 
many years as an ice skating rink, 
was sold for $150,000 yesterday by 
the Rel Investment Co., a corpo- 
ration owned by the Muckerman 
family and headed by Richard O. 
Muckerman, vice president of City 
Ice & Fuel Co. 

Walter A. Henkel, secretary of 
the Joseph F. Dickmann Real Es- 
tate Co., who was the record pur- 
chaser, said he acted on behalf of 
St. Louis interests which he was 
not at liberty to identify. 

Plans of the new owners for use 
of the 42-year-old structure were 
indefinite, he said, being contin- 
gent on whether a 10-year lease, 
held by the present tenants and 
expiring in 1949, would be can- 
celed. It was “possible,” he added, 
that the building might not be 
used for ice skating during the 
coming season, Gross income from 
the building recently has been 
about $15,000 a year and net in- 
come about $13,000, Henkel said. 

The lease is held by Mrs. Earl 
Reflow, widow of the sports pro- 
moter, who died two years ago 
and who had operated the rink 
since 1928. The building, with 25,- 
000 square feet of floor space, was 
built at the time of the World’s 
Fair for the Spanish game of jai 
alai, but was closed after two 
weeks, It was converted to a 
roller skating rink in 1905 and to 
an ice rink in 1916. The Mucker- 
man interests acquired it in 1919.

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CAMP UPTON NAMED 
ATOM STUDY CENTER 


Nine Universities to Operate 
Research Activities Under 
Contract With Government. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)— 
Selection of Camp Upton, N.Y., as 
the site for one of three new 
atomic research centers Wags an- 
nounced last night by Maj. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, head of the 
Army’s atomic bomb project. 
The Long Island camp site had 
been declared surplus by the War 
Department, 

Facilities to cost more than 
$5,000,000 initially will be installed 
for fundamental and applied re- 
search by civilian scientists and 
for studies of the application of 
nuclear knowledge to science and 
engineering. 

The center, to be known as the 
Northeast National Laboratory, 
will be operated by nine major 
educational institutions under con- 
tract with the Government, which 
will reimburse them for all costs. 
Their operations will be carried 
on under an organization known 
as Associated Universities, Inc. 
The institutions are Columbia, 
Cornell, Harvard, Johns Hopkins, 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology, University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Princeton, Rochester and 
Yale. 

Edward Reynolds, vice  presi- 
dent of Harvard, is president of 
the new group. 

Groves said the _ laboratory 
would study fundamental prob- 
lems of nuclear science and carry 
out investigations on the appli- 
lations of atomic energy. These 
and and other laboratories will 
be part of the Manhattan bomb 
project. 

The Argonne National Labora- 
tory at Chicago already is in op- 
eration under a similar manage- 
ment contract, and a third is 
planned for the far West. 

Part of the facilities of the 
Clinton Laboratories at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., also will be avail- 
able for atomic research.

INJURING 60 PERSONS

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2 (AP)-— 
About 60 persons were injured to- 
day, some seriously, when a com- 
muter bus crashed’ through n 
heavy stone railing on Memorial 
bridge spanning tbe Potomac 
river and landed upside down on 
a driveway 30 feet below. 

The accident happened at “the 
peak of the morning rush hour a 
secant 100;yards from Lincoln ‘Me- 
morial, a ‘favorite spot with cap- 
ital sightseers. The bus was en 
route to Washington from Arling- 
ton, Va>~ shortly before 8 a.m, 

The estimate of the number of 
injured came from Washington- 
Virginia-Maryland Coach Co., op- 
erator of the vehicle. The bus 
swerved into the bridge railing 
after the vehicle and an Automo- 
bile collided. The driver and three 
passengers in the automobile also 
were reported hurt. 

The driveway on which the bus 
fell, after teetering momentarily 
on the edge of the bridge, skirts 
the river about 50 feet from the 
water's edge, 

Among the injured was Comdr. 
Herbert M. Hart, former St. 
louis attorney, reported to have 
suffered a shoulder dislocation and 
hip injuries,

hoods is launched in the United 
States against my country, 

“It is a pity how Argentine- 
United States relations have dete- 
riorated in recent years. For in- 
stance, just the other day, in a po- 
litical rally in Buenos Aires, the 
name of the United States was 
booed, but the name of Roosevelt 
was cheered. We must work for 
a new era of more cordial rela- 
tions than ever between our two 
countries, 

“The time for nations to secure 
the friendship of others they may 
need in subsequent conflicts is 
peacetime. The world scene to- 
day presents the picture of a 
doubtful future, when the United 
States may need Argentina’s close 
friendship as we may need that 
of the United States. Therefore, 
this is the moment for our two 
countries to settle all our difficul- 
ties and to arrive at a close friend- 
ship. 

Three Big Problems Cited. 

“There are only three specific 
problems existing between the 
United States and Argentiha: 
There is the question of enemy 
schools and institutes, All of 
these have been closed, There is 
the question of enemy business 
concerns. These are being ‘inter- 
vened’ by the Argentine Govern- 
ment and their assets are being 


liquidated. There is the question 
of undesirable enemy residents, 
All such cases are being studied 
by the court, in accordance with 
Argentine law, which gives the 
right of legal appeal to all domi- 
ciled persons and every person 
found guilty of the charges against 
him will be deported immediately. 
All three of these problems are be- 
ing settled in negotiations with 
Ambassador Messersmith, with the 
greatest possible dispatch.” 

The President would not discuss 
the long diplomatic duel between 
him and former United States Am- 
bassador Spruille Braden, except 
to say that personal issues must 
be subordinated to the necessity 
of reaching an agreement be- 
tween the two countries. 

I asked the President what he 
thought of the Bolivian revolution; 
whether the events there could be 
considered as having any applica- 
tion to the situation in Argentina, 
to which he replied: 

“It is laughable to think that 
there is any basis for comparison 
between the revolt in Bolivia and 
the situation in Argentina. I 
didn't even know Villarroel or any 
other figures in the Bolivian con- 
vulsion.” 

At this point, Gen. Peron said 
that events in South America, 
such as the recent political trend 
in Paraguay, undoubtedly .would 
mark the return to constitutional 
government, The President, who 
scored the most sweeping electoral 
victory in Argentine history, em- 
phasized that his Government not 
only is absolutely constitutional 
but scrupulously will remain on 
the constitutional path. 

Freedom of the press and free- 
dom in the gathering and distri- 
bution of news were principles 
President Peron said he had 
adopted and will respect along 
with other important nations. 

“Let the newspapers say what 
they want about me,” he added 
smiling. “I will not molest them.” 

Referring to the recent recog- 


nition of Soviet Russia by Argen- 
tina, the President emphasized 
that he was not attempting to 
judge Communism in Russia but 
that he was opposed to Commun- 
ism in Argentina. 

“Communism is the great dan- 
ger facing all western democra- 
cies,” he said. “It is seeking to 
infiltrate into the social structure 
everywhere, The antidote to this 
disease in’ Argentina is the ‘new 
deal’ for the working classes that 
my Government is sponsoring. It 
is far better to give the working 
classes more room to develop their 
economic and political well-being 
than to risk the conflict that 
would result from an effort to 
block their natural desire for self- 
betterment.” 

With Argentina enjoying a pe- 
riod of the greatest prosperity in 
history, President Peron told me 
how he was seeking to better the 
financial and economic treatment 
it gets from the consumers of her 
products. 

“We cannot renew the Roca- 
Runciman trade agreement with 
England for the purchase of our 
meat on the present basis, Under 
that agreement we sell our steers 
for only 200 pesos per head where- 
as a steer brings 1000 pesos per 
head in the United States. Neither 
can we continue selling our wheat 
for 35 pesos a quintal, only four 
times the former price, when the 
price of rubber—so necessary for 
the tires of our farm machinery— 
has increased 20 times. 

“Since 1940, Argentina has lost 
more than 3,900,000,000 pesos as a 
result of low prices for our prod- 
ucts, compared to the prices in 
other countries.” 


Accompanying the present boom 
in Argentina is a definite infla- 
tionary trend which was explained 
by the Argentine President as 
largely due to the fact that pres- 
sent monetary circulation in Ar- 
gentina is only about one-half of 


the huge financial balances to the 
credit of Argentina in the United 
States and Great Britain. 

Argentina’s balance in the Unit- 
ed States, he said, was approxi- 
mately 3,700,000,000 pesos and in 
Britain 3,800,000,000 pesos, where- 
as the monetary circulation of Ar- 
gentina is approximately 4 billion 
pesos, 

The inflationary trend in this 
country will be combated, he said, 
by the intelligent and careful em; 
ployment of these balances, 
ever, the President did not show 
any enthusiasm for the reported 
plan of London to sell Britigh 
railways here to the Argentine 
Government against the balances 
held by this country in England.

traiture into the foundations of 
Hollywood's ground ideas of art. 
Obviously, the Parker-Henreid 
version would have to be some- 
thing really special to compete 
with the luster of the first “Of 
Human Bondage.” Unfortunately, 
there is nothing special about the 
new picture. In all seriousness, 
your reporter wonders why it was 
made. 

Miss Parker, who has done 
some awfully good jobs for War- 
ner Bros..in the few pictures to 
date in which her employers have 
used her, seems to have been cast 


and solid talent, but a 
talent that cannot easily be clas- 
sified, and probably thought she 
could be made to emerge, at one 
stroke, as a great dramatic act- 
ress, as Miss Davis had before 
her. Henreid seems to have been 
cast mainly because, in the super- 
ficial senses of the word, he re- 
sembles Leslie Howard, 

Miss Parker’s failure as Milile 
resides in the fact that she does 
not convince the audience that 
the medical student, an intelligent 
man in all things except his in- 
fatuation for her, cannot aban- 
don his suit of her as a bad job 
but must follow her almost to the 
verge of his ruin, Millie is, as has 
been said, a common girl, a vulgar 
and sensuous girl, rude and shrill 
in manner and soul, But, never- 
theless, we know she had en- 
slaved the sensitive student. How 
had she done it? Obviously, there 
was another element in Millie 
besides the boorish ones already 
mentioned, This unknown element 
was the element of loneliness and 
need, that operated in this outlaw 

irl as all-consumingly as it did 
n the gentle and well-bred stu- 
dent. Miss Davis had a sure hold 
of this element. By mixing the 
savagery of a primitive disposi- 
tion with the poignant appeal of 
a starved human being, lonelier 
even than the men on whom she 
preyed, Miss Davis was able’ to 
appeal strongly to the lonely stu- 
dent. We understood why the 
medical student could not leave 
her. We hated Millie, yet we had 
to follow her, with compassion 
yet with self-torture, as the stu- 
dent did. Miss Parker, simply, 
portrays only the savage surfaces 
of Millie, and nothing else, 

What has been said of contrasts 
between Miss Parker and Miss 
Davis may be said, with varia- 
tions, of contrasts between Hen- 
reid and Howard. Henreid goes 
through all the »motions, but, 
mainly, he cannot project the 
tragic dilemma of a sensitive man 
who finds himself worshipping 
with his body and soul what he 
knows he despises with his in- 
telligence, 

To sum up the plot: Philip, 
the student, is snubbed by the 
waitress in a restaurant; but re- 
turns to the restaurant the next 
day. Millie “goes for” heartier, 
less scrupulous, more laughing 
men than Philip, but consents to 
with him when one of her 
other admirers “stands her up.” 
Eventually, she leaves Philip, who 
has always bored her. The pat- 
tern of the plot has her coming 
back, leaving, coming back, etc., 
each time a little more dissipated 
and wasted. 


Edmund Gwenn and “Patric 
Knowles play important parts that 
were played, in the first version, 
by Regihald Owen and Reginald 
Denny.

$2,000,000,000 FOR PANAM 
CANAL WORK RECOMMENDED 


PANAMA, Panama, Aug. 2 (AP) 
—In the opinion of the board of 
consulting engineers studying en- 
largement of the Panama Canal, 
the United States should spend 
from $2,000,000,000 to $3,000,000,000 
on .“duplication and dispersion of 
vital works” in the Canal Zone in 
the interest of national security. 

A statement issued by the board 
following its first conference here 
emphasized that prospective de- 
velopments in guided missiles and 
other weapons had made it neces- 
sary to “re-evaluate” the Panama 
Canal problem. 

The board advised that the 
canal’s capacity should be _ in- 
creased as quickly as possible to 
nccommodate the largest naval 
vessels afloat.

SOUR red cherry cobbler is 
A an extra delicious dessert to 

make these days. If you can 
obtain Wisconsin and Michigan 
cherries, use the fresh fruit, other- 
wise, it will be necessary to buy 
either the frozen or canned fruit. 
A good way to proceed is as fol- 
lows: Wash and pit cherries, sav- 
ing juice that drips out to add to 
fruit. A shallow pan is best to 
permit using a sufficient quantity 
of thin crust and do the quick 
baking that is necessary to ob- 
tain the best results. or five 
servings, an ideal size of pai. is 
one approximately 11x7 inches and 
1% inches deep. Be sure to spread 
the cherries out evenly so the 
thin biscuit crust will have a level 
support so it can bake evenly 
all over. Then sprinkle sugar 
mixed with flour over the top 
of the fruit. Since this cobbler 
topping is just rich biscuit dough 
with some egg added to the milk 
before mixing, it does brown a 
little faster than scdiohry bis- 
cuits. So watch the cobbler the 
last few minutes of cooking to get 
the most tempting color. 


Red Sour Cherry Cobbler, 


Filling: One and one-half quarts 
sour red cherries, one cup sugar, 
two tablespoons flour; crust: one 
and one-half cups all-purpose 
flour, one teaspoon baking pow- 
der, One-fourth teaspoon salt, one- 
half egg, one-half cup milk, one- 
fourth cup shortening. 

Wash cherries through several 
cold waters carefully. Remove pits 
and stems, and measure cherries. 
There should be one quart pitted 
fruit. Turn fruit into pan 6x11x1% 
inches, Blend the two tablespoons 
flour and sugar and sprinkle over 
the fruit. Sift flour, measure and 
sift three times with baking pow- 


-der and salt, the last time into a 


mixing bowl. Beat egg, add milk. 
Cut the shortening into the flour 
mixture until particles are about 
the size of rice grains. Now add 
egg-milk mixture all at once and 
stir vigorously until dry ingre- 
dients are thoroughly dampened. 
Turn dough out onto lightly 
floured board, knead six or eight 
times, then roll to one-fourth inch 
thickness. Make gashes in dough 
to form a design, then fit dour e 
over the cherries, Trim off flush 
with edge of pan. Bake any rolled 
cut scraps along with the cobbler 
in an over heated to 400 degrees F. 
until pastry top is a luscious brown 
and the cherry juice is bubbling 
up through the vents. Serve the 
extra pastry along with the cob- 
bler when it has just cooled to 
lukewarm. Four to aix servings.

Three tablespoons lemon juice, 
powdered sugar, two cups sweet 
fresh cherries, one cup fresh 
grapefruit sections, one cup fresh 
orange sections, one-half cup 
ginger ale or fruit juice, fresh 
mint sprigs. 

Dip four fruit cocktail glasses 
in lemon juice, then in powdered 
sugat and place in refrigerator for 
fifteen minutes to frost. Wash, 
stem and pit cherries, Combine 
with sectioned grapefruit and or- 
ange. Arrange fruit in cocktail 
glasses. Just before serving add 
ginger ale or fruit juice and garn- 
ish with mint leaves dusted with 
powdered sugar.

HE harder you try to go to 
sleep, the more wide awake 
you become, 

To those who find themselves 
irritable and depressed from ha- 
bitual lack of sleep this may seem 
cold comfort, but if they are to 
solve their problem, they must 
learn they cannot drive them- 
selves to sleep, They must drift 
into this happy state. 

Any effort, even the effort to go 
to sleep, induces wakefulness. So 
don't make the effort and, above 
all, don’t worry about not sleeping. 

* + —_ 

IT WON’T HELP; it will hinder, 
and furthermore, it constitutes 
needless fuss in view of the fact 
that only a few hours of sound 
slecp nightly are required for 
health, 

Instead of going to bed to prod 
yourself to sleep, take a brisk 
walk before bedtime. A warm 
bath, a warm, nor-stimulating 
drink, and a dull book are also 
helpful. To be avoided are ex- 
cessive smoking and large evening 
meals. 

According to Drs. Laurence 
Hughes and 8. E. Jones of Aus- 
tralia, there are two kinds of 


natural sleep. One they call phys- 
iologic and the other psychologic. 
In physiologic sleep, the sleep is 
sound and there are no dreams. 
The amount of physiologic sleep 
needed is small, and varies accord- 
ing to the age and the type of work 
a person doen. Psychologic sleep, 
they find, is regulated by custom 
and habit. Both types of sleep are 
deficient only in rare cases.

MOST OF THE ordinary com- 
plaints accompanying §sileepless- 
ness, such as irritability, inability 
to concentrate and depression 
come from a lack of psychologic 
sleep, If a person awakens from 
sleep suddenly, it may be due to 
some condition such as heart 
disease or ulcers. 


Such things as bright lights, 
loud noises, and worry may delay 
sound sleep or cause awakening 
from light sleep. 


If sleeplessness is really pres- 
ent, it requires a careful study by 
the physician to determine the 
various causes which may be 
present, but in most cases simple 
regulation of habits suffices to 
overcome the difficulty.
